Against Independents 
Who Support It. 


Measure Is Aimed, Will Not 
Touch Western Fields 
Because of Rates.

Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
One of the most perplexing questions in con- 
nection with the passage of a new tariff law 
js just how to treat the Standard Oil company 
and its products. Fora long time the people 
thought petroleum was on the free list. It 
was there nominally and still rernains on that 
favored catalogue in’the present law. 

There was a “ joker” in the Dingley law, 
however, which few people understood, and 
this same joker reappears in the Payne bill, 
only now it is sustained by some of the people 
who are rivals of the Standard Oil, Petro- 
leum is on the free list, provided it comes 

from some country which does not impose a 
duty on American oil. 

It so happened that unt!l recently the only 
serious competition the Standard Oil com- 
pany had to fear was the product of the great 
oll fields of Russia. That country has a pro- 
tective system, and so the effect of the 
“joker’’ in the present law was to put a 
tariff on crude petroleum and a!l of its prod- 
ucts. The result was that, although Russia 
could ser oll to England or to Canada er 
to the : . and compete more or less suc- 
cessfully with the great Aimerican trust, nota 
galion of the oll could come into this ceuntry, 
because the duty under the little * joker ’”’ 
attached to the free list was practically 
prohibitory, 

Independents Urge “Joker.” 

Sentiment in this country is such on the 
whole that this ‘* joker ’’ could not possibly 
be reénacted into a law if it were not that 
some of the independent refiners think it 
might be necessary to protect them frem 
competition from Mexico, where eil is be- 

>/ ginning to be produced in considerable 
! quantities. It is prebable that, after a 
while, Mexiean oil might be a competitor 
for the preducts pf the fields on our south- 
western section near the Mexican berder, 
but so far as the rest of the country is con- 
cerned the competition of Mexican oil need 
never be feared, because of the long railroad 
haul involved, : 

On the other hand, those people who have 
been taught to believe that the Standard 
Oll company is the sum and substance of all 
that is wicked in the way of corporation 
villany want to have oll put on the free 
list. The treasury experts say that if this 
is done Russian oj] can be laid down in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore. 
Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, New Orleans, 
andthe intervening coast cities at prices 
which will compel the Standard Oil company 
to meet this competition. 

It is possible that this Russian oi] may 
find its way by water into the great lakes 
country, but the most that is expected is 
to curb the power of the great trust by es- 
tablishing a new scale of prices in the tide 
water country.

It won out at Chicago to the extent that it 
did not have to pay a big fine, but the sys- 
tem received a terrible shock, and the ef- 
forts of its lawyers and officers have been 
directed to adopt a policy which is not 
‘directly prohibited by law, although it 1s 
just as much adverse to the interests of the 


people.

Jurors in the Lavender Case. 


OPEN VERDICT IS PRESENTED 


Charges Are Dropped, but $50,000 Is 
Offered to Back Civil Suit. 


Trial of Mrs. Mary A. Lavender on charges 
of immorality came to an abrupt and tem- 
pestuous ending yesterday following the 
withdrawal of the charges by the Rev. B. B. 
Crawford and the Rev. W. E. Tilroe. 
Bitter public denunciation of the ministers 
who brought the charges and later dropped 
them, threats of tar and feathers by a mob 
of excited women, and the offer of $50,000 to 
fight the matter out in the civil courts fol- 
lowed the refusal of the church jury to bring 
in a verdict of not guilty. 

Woodlawn Methodist church was crowded 
to the doors when the last session of the 
trial began. There were about eighty women 
present, the vast majority of them in obvious 
sympathy with Mrs. Lavender. At leasta 
score of women from Western Avenue Meth- 
odist church were present, drawn by their 
interest in the Rev. John D. Leek, who was 
involved in the charges. 

The Rev. A. T. Horn, tin opening the court, 
caustically denounced as “intruders” all 
those who were present except as counsel, 
witnesses, or jurors. He said the session was 
supposed to be executive, and as the majority 
of those present were not intimately con- 
nected with the case they had no right to be 
there. Whereupon he suggested that the 
“intruders ” leave. Every woman held her

thirty seconds and I dismissed it from my 
mind soon after.’’ 

Dr. Favill learned that “ gray wolves ” and 
other foes of the Municipal Voters’ league 
were after his scalp sometimeago. He knew 
some persons had been snooping around in 
Madison, having been informed by an old 
friend that his record was being looked up. 

AGamson left Madison some time ago and 
at the pregent time is working in Scranton 
for the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad. He was brought to Chicago for 
the purpose of making the affidavit and 
swore to its contents before a notary public 
in the First Nattonal Bank building. 


Ready to Meet Charges. 
“T am ready to meet these fellows at any 


time,”’ said Dr. Favill. “ They cannot fright- 
en or coerce me through methods of this kind. 
The charges are lies, and I can prove them to 
be such. It is not unlikely that Mr. Adamson 
will be given an opportunity to prove every 
allegation he has made. The affidavit will 
have no effect on the work of the league, and 
any corrupt councikman or any corrupt would 


place, and Said “ just wait.” 


Verdict Raises a Tempest. 

He then read the verdict of the jury, a 
simple statement that the charges had been 
withdrawn by Dr. Crawford and the Rev. 
W. E. Tilroe, and that therefore there was 
“no disciplinary warrant for further pro- 
ceedings.” Seth F. Crews, attorney for 
Mrs. Lavender, demanded that Dr. Horn 
also sign the withdrawal of the charges, and 
he did so. 

But when he demanded that the jury bring 
in a verdict of “ not guilty "’ or of acquittal, 
Dr. Horn interrupted him to declare that 
the jurors had refused to bring in any such 
verdict. They had considered well, he said, 
and had brought in the verdict that appeared 
to them to fit the case and the circumstances. 
At this the lightnings began to flash and 
the thunders to roll, presaging the storm. 
Women stood up here and there and began 
to say things. Cries of “Shame!” and 
“ Cowards!” arose. Mr. Crews began an im- 
pasioned speech, setting forth the grievances 
of Mrs. Lavender and her demands for a 
hearing of the charges and a verdict of 
guilty or not guilty thereon. Dr. Horn 
brought matters to a crisis in the midst of 
the growing confusion by adjourning the 
court sine die. 

Women Voice Their, Indignation. 
The meeting broke up and all chance of fur- 
ther consideration of Mrs. Lavender’s claims 
was destroyed, but Dr. Horn had brought the 
deluge on himself and his companions. 

One gray haired woman walked up to Dr. 
Crawford and shouted: 

“ Thank the Lord no one like you is pastor 
of my church!” 

“They ought to be tarred and feathered!” 
called another. “ Haven't any of the men got

$50,000 to Back Civil Suit. 


The most startling result of the withdrawal 
of the charges without their retraction was 
the offer of Dr. H. Claflin, a former member 
of the official board of the church. to back 
Mrs. Lavender to the extent of $50.000 in 
the prosecution of a civil suit against Dr. 
Crawford. 

Mrs. Lavender refused to state last night 
whether she had accepted Dr. Clafiin’s of- 
fer, but admitted there was considerable 
more than a possibility of a resort to the 
secular courts to obtain the vindication de- 
nied her by the court of her church. 

Before the trial she characterized the ac- 
tlon of the prosecution in withdrawing 
charges without retracting them or giving 
her an opportunity to disprove them as 
“cowardly,” and declared that if her ac- 
cusers attempted to “sneak out” that way 
she would resort to law. 

The forma! document of withdrawal] states 
that the action was taken hecause of “ the 
heated and poisoned condition of the pub- 
lic mind, an intolerable situation affecting 
both vital testimony and the trial itself, and 
the inevitable disaster to public morals and 
the interests of the church.” 

Sarcastic Comment on Verdict. 
A member of the church sarcastically point- 
ed out that these altruistic reasons had not 
been thought of by the prosecutors until the 
court had ruled that they must specify the 
time and place of the alleged offenses. 
The only consolation for Mrs. Lavender 
lies tn the last sentence of the withdrawal. 
It reads: : 
‘Some things may be safely left with a 
kindly Providence that rules the affairs of 
men.”’ ; 
Members of the Woodlawn church dis- 
cussed plans for getting rid of their pastor 
before the convening of the Rock River con- 
ference next fall. Members of Western Ave- 
nue Methodist church discussed the proba- 
ble reinstatement of the Rev. John D. Leek 
in the ministry, from which he withdrew 
because of the charges against Mrs. Laven- 


der and himeelf. 


ARGUES 13 HOURS FOR 1 CENT. 


Obstinate Juror at Length Consents 
to Verdict of Acquittal Rather than 
Be Detained All "ight. 


For thirteen hours a juror in Municipal 
Judge Wells’ court held out against his eleven 
colleagues in an effort to assess 1 cent dam- 
age against the Chicago City Rallway com- 
pany. Eventually he gave way to the opin- 
fons of the majority rather than stay in the 
jury room all night.

ARRESTED AT FATHER’S GRAVE 


Charles E. Henderson Taken Into 
Custody After Obsequies End. 


IS ACCUSED OF SWINDLING. 


Parent’s Death Induces Fugitive to 
Return and Face the Law. 


From the grave of his father, who was 
buried yesterday at Forest Home, Charles 
B. Henderson went to a police cell on a 
charge of obtaining money by means of a 
confidence game. 

The prisoner’s father, Thomas D. Hender- 
son, died last Tuesday at his residence, 1375 
Washington boulevard. He was a member 
of the Garfield lodge of Masons under whose 
auspices the funeral services were held. 

Just a week ago Charles Henderson fled 
from Chicago to escape arrest. It is alleged 
that he swindled W. N. Pomeroy of 4186 
Wayne avenue out of $250. 

When his father died telegrams were sent 
by the family to several cities In an effort 
to reach the son. On account of the trouble 
in finding him the funeral was delayed two 
days. He was reached by telegraph at Den- 
ver, and, fully expecting to be arrested upon 
his return to Chicago, he hastened home. 


Detectives Attend the Funeral. 


Detectives Blaul and O’Brien of head- 
quarters held a wa!.ant for his arrest. Be- 
lieving he would return to Chicago to attend 
the obsequies, the detectives kept watch of 
the house where the father lay dead. 

Their vigil was rewarded when they saw 
Henderson step out of a carriage in front 
of the house. On entering the parlor where 
his parent lay in a casket he rushed into the 
arms of his mother. 

None of the mourners, not even his mother, 
knew that fear of arrest had driven him

Alarm in St. Luke’s When the 
1411 Building, Is Damaged. 


$25,000 LOSS ON FURNITURE. 


Quick Work Saves Michigan Avenue 
Exhibition Structure. 


. 

A 4-11 fire in a seven story furniture exhi- 
bition building at 1411 Michigan avenue op- 
erated by the Fourteen Eleven company 
caused about $25,000 worth of damage, nearly 
occasioned a panic in St. Luke's hospital, and 
aroused considerable general excitement yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The building extends from Michigan ave- 
nue to Indiana avenue, and is filled with 
sample furniture exhibited by many firms, 
much of it costly and most of it unusually 
inflammable. Therefore, when fire broke 
out on the seventh floor of the Indiana side 
of the building a 4-11 call was sent in, al- 
though there is a fire engine house imme- 
diacely adjoining the building. 

The fire broke out in the private office of 
Andrew McAnsh of McAnsh, Dwyer & Co. 
a few minutes after Mr. McAnsh had left 


the building. The cause was not deter- 
mined, but Fire Attorney Frank J. Hogan, 
who arrived with Fire Marshal Horan, start- 
ed an investigation. 


Chair Company Burned Out. 


The top floor was occupied by the Johnson 
Chair company and this firm suffered an 
almost total loss by fire and water. The 
National Parlor Furniture company, which 
occupied the sixth floor, had much valuable 
stock damaged by water. Other firms on the 
lower floors suffered to a less extent. Chief 
Horan estimated the total loss at about 
$25,000. 

When the fire broke through the roof it 
attracted the attention of many of the pa- 
tients in St. Luke’s hospital. Supt. Louis R.. 
Curtis assembled the nurses and internes and 
held them ready for an emergency, but the 
fire was under control before there was any 
necessity for action. The building was ad- 
joined on the south by St. Luke’s training 
school, immediately south of which is the 
hospital proper. 

The whole building was never in danger 
owing to the quick hemming in of the fire by 
the closing of fire doors. Lyman R. Lathrop, 
president of the Fourteen Eleven company, 
which leases the building from L. L. Coburn. 
was present and directed his employés in 
taking all possible measures to prevent the 
spread of the fire. 


Fireman Thrown from Buggy. 
While on his way to a fire In the plant of 
the International Harvester company, 12000 
Sangamon street, in the afternoon, C. D. 
Hayes, a member of truck company No. 27 
was thrown from the buggy in which he 
was riding and seriously injured: The horse 
became frightened at a flying paper In the 
street, and, turning quickly, threw Hayes 
from the vehicle and Hayes’ head struck 
against the curb of the sidewalk. He was 
taken to his residence, at 11350 Curtis avenue. 
The fire was extinguished with small loss.

Old Trick Supplants Rebates.

Instead of direct discrimination, the 
railroads have been forced by the Standard 
Oil to resort to the old trick of increasing the 
rate on petroleum and all its products in 
every case where the Standard hag its own 
pipe line and takes care ofitsownoil. When 
territory outside of the pipe Une district is 
reached, lower rates are put into effect, so 
that the Standard ig not hurt by the opera- 
tion. é 

The big trust, therefore, Is not compelled 
to make any long hauls under the high rate, 
while the independents are subjected to-a 
freight tariff which, in many cases, abso- 
lutely deertoys there power to compete and 
limits thenr frequently to a small territory. 
For instance, the transcontinental, south- 
western, and southeastern rates on oll have 
been advanced on an average of 10 per cent. 

The official classification committee is 
seeking to increase the constructive weight 
of ofl In such a way as to advance the net 
rate about 10 per cent. The southern classi- 
fication committee recently has increased 
the carload rate, which was made effective

League Will Not Drop Fight. 

The League of Cook County Clubs has gone 
into the battle to ‘do or die.””

“ Whereas, The aforesaid bill raises the 
duty to 8 cents a pound and because of our 
peculiar situation in regard to importation 
of coffee brings the price up to almost one-

‘* Resolved, That the League of Cook Coun- 
ty Clubs does protest against these and other 
xtortionate duties in the proposed tariff bill 
and that a copy of the resolution be sent to 
Mr. Payne, the chairman of the ways and 
means comgnittee, to all\congressmen in 
Cook county, and to Senator Cullom.” 


Suffragists See Opportunity.

Aroused by Tariff on Toys.

This would make a toy horse taxable at the 
same rate,as a live horse, which is $30 a 
head. A small toy sheep, which now sells 
at 10 cents or 15 cents, would be taxed at the 
same rate as a live sheep [$1.50] and also at 
the rate of 44 cents for its wool.

URGES WHITE PLAGUE ATTACK 


State Charities Board Recom- 
mends More Sanitariums. 


UNDER GLACKIN ,PROVISO. 


Villages and Cities Are Asked to Estab- 
lish Hospitals. 


’ 


Springfield, Il., March 27.—The state board 
of charities in its twentieth biennial report 
urges cities, towns, and villages to erect 
and maintain local tuberculosis ganitariums 
under authority of the Glackin law. 

In the chapter of the report entitled “ The 
Fight on Tuberculosis" the board says: 
“ We urge cities, villages, and towns to swing 
into line with the most progressive people 
of the civilized world who are banded to- 
gether in an effort to exterminate tubercu- 
losis.”’ 

The board defers supporting a former 
recommendation for a state sanitarium 
for curable consumptives and as an educa- 
tional center until the next legislature meets 
to determine whether cities and villages will 
embrace the opportunity offered in the 
Glackin law. 


State Dairy Herds Inspected. 

But in this connection the board recounts 
what has been done in 1908 toward eradicat- 
ing tuberculosis from the dairy herds at the 
state institutions. 

Every animal has been tested. A large 
majority of the manifestations were but 
slight and the carcasses were sold on the 
market for food purposes. Wherethe disease 
had advanced to such an extent as to render 
the flesh undesirable for human consumption 
the carcaases were tanked and converted 
into fertiliser. 

In carrying on this work 1,109 cattle were 
subjected to the tests Of this number 371 
were 
siaughtered and examined at post-mortem 
under the supervision of the state veterina- 
rian, and of this number 208 passed inspection 
and were sold for food purposes, and the re- 
maining 81 were consigned to the rendering 
tank and converted into fertilizer. 


Guards Against Infection. 

In building up the depleted herds great care 
has been exercised to gpard against the 
introduction of new infection into the herds. 
Every animal offered for sale for this pur- 
pose is carefully examined and subjected to 
the tuberculin test before the purchase is 
made. As a further precaution the herds 
will be kept under surveillance and tested 
at stated intervals for the purpose of discov- 
ering if any any latent germs in any anima] 
a by any possibility have escaped detec- 
tion. 

The board says that the conditions at the 
state dairies are probably duplicated at the 
private dairies throughout Illinois. If so, 
the need of vigorous action by the state in 
stamping out the disease among food animals 
is urgent and especially so when it is seen 
to be invading hogs with more destructive 
effects than have ever been noticed among 
cows and cattle. 


NEW SCHOOL BOARD BILL 
FRAMED FOR LEGISLATURE. 


Provision for State Centralization of 
School and Direct Supervision by 


Competent Men Proposed. 


Springfield, Ill.. March 27.—In harmony 
with its plans to secure uniform examina- 
tion of teachers throughout the state, the 
state educational commission recommenis 
the creation of a state board of education, 
which will be a central body for the general 
supervision of the schools of the state. 

The bill provides for the creation of a 
state board of education, which shall consist 
of eleven members, the chairman of the 
board to be ex-officio, the state superintend- 
ent of public instruction. A place on the 
board is given to the chairmen of the senate 
the houge educational committees. 

The remaining eight members are to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, chief justice of the 
Supreme court, and the superintendent of 
public instruction to represent the University 
of Illinois, the state Normal schools, the non- 
state colleges and universities, the city su- 
perintendency, the county superintendency, 
the pyblic high schools, and two citizens 
not connected with schools.

do this, she practically denuded her garri- 


.gons on the Russian frontier, and in their 


place came Germans in mufti, and in some of 
the frontier towns notices were posted to the 
effect that the German soldi@vs were to be 
received and treated as if they were 
Austrian troops. 
Germans Menace Russ Frontier. 

The German army corps on the eastern 
frontier were strengthened and it was defi- 
nitely arranged that in case of war Germany 
was to take the initiative in the hostilities 
against Russia. : 

When all was ready the German ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburg urged Russia to imme- 
diately recognize Austria’s action in regard 
to Bosnia and Herzegovina. One account 
says the kaiser wrote to the czar to this 
effect. This likely is true, despite the Ger- 


_ man denials. In all events, the desired effect 


was produced and Russia submitted’to Ger- 
man pressure. 

This, Of course, means peace for the pres- 
ent, but it augurs ili for the future. The 
Times today uses ominous language on the 
Subject.

Big British House Furnishes Them 
from Nairobi Office. 


SPECIAL HONORS ON SHIP. 


Officers Give Up Rooms for Ex-Prest- 
dent’s Convenience. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 27.—Much ‘misinforma- 
tion has gone forth on the subject of the 
preparations made by Theodore Roosevelt for 
his African hunting expedition, particularly 
as to the amount of equipment and supplies 
that had been shipped from London to the 
point of entry into the big game regions. 

It is true that the shipment is a bulky and 
céptly one, but it also is true that a large 
oft of the things required for the Roose- 
velt expedition will be furnished him in Bast 
Africa. He intrusted the task of get- 
ting these articles together in readiness for 
his use months ago to a famous British 
house, which has its chief office at Nairobi, 
the place where nearly all hunting expedi- 
tions in that part of Africa are outfitted. 

This concern keeps a store of things essen- 
tial in tHegMfrican chase at its depots itn 
Nairobi, and out of this store the best of 
their kind has been selected for the ex-presi- 
dent. Except in regard to a few articles, he 
was wise enough to rely almost wholly upon 
the experience and intelligence of those 
who had been long familiar with the country 
in which he is to hunt. 

It may be noted, therefore, that in large 
part, many of the long lists of equipments 
which Roosevelt is said to be taking with 
him on the steamship bound for Kilindini, 
which he will board at Naples on April 5, are 
apocryphal. 

Some of the Things to Be Taken. 

Ammunition in abundance for the expedi- 
tion was put into the hold of the packet boat 
Admiral of the German East Africa line at 
‘Southampton this week, together with nearly 
100 cases of canned goods; some of the newest 
cordite rifles of 450 caliber; several 308 cali- 
ber rifles and 12 bore shotguns, and many

LONDON, March 27.—Competition for con- 
tracts to build two battleships and six large 
and a number of stwhall torpedo boats and 
destroyers for the Argentine republic, has 
assumed unysual scope owing to the liberal 
way in which the proposale of the South 
American government were drawn. 

They can hardly be called specifications at 
all, 80 general are their terms. The conse- 
quence is that a greater number of ship- 
building firms have come forward with bids 
probably than ever before took part in such 
a contest. 

Four great American shipyards are repre- 
sented in the bidding, and all have agents ih 
London awaiting a tangible indication of the 
result. The Argentine republic several 
months ago appointed an expert commission 
to proceed to London and invite proposals for 
the bullding of these vessels. It had ample 
powers and has exercised them in/an unéx- 
ampled manner, 

Look for Original Suggestions. 

Naval authorities look for some original 
suggestions in the plans and designs which 
nearly all the leading shipbuilding concerne 
of Great Britain, France, Italy, Germany, 
and America have submitted. 

The head of the Argentine commission is 
Admiral Garcia, who is regarded as a man 
of great ability and sound judgment. The 
Argentine government prescribed merely a 
trial of the displacement of the vessels, the 
thickness of their armor, the number of guns 
they shall carry, and that there shall be a 
secondary battery of “ sufficient sige,”’ to use 
the exact English equivalent of the term em- 
ployed in the official document. 

The battleships are to be of the Dread- 
nought type, of 20,000 tons trial displacement. 
An average estimate of their cost is $10,000, - 
000 each, including armor, guns, and other 
equipment. The large torpedo boat destroy- 
ers are to be of 250 tons, and will cost about 
$650,000 each. . 

The American shipbuilding concerns which 
have bid upon the contracts aré the Cramps, 
Fore River, the Newport News, and the New 
York Shipbuilding company of Camden, N. J. 

Henry 8. Grove represents the Cramps 
company, of which he is president. The New 
York Shipbuil@ing company also is repre- 
sented by its head, Decourcy May. /The Fore 
Biver company -of Quincy, Mass., is repre- 
sented by Rear Admiral Bowles; who is on 
the retired list of the United States navy, 
and the Newport News company by G. 
Gauntlet. 

Americans Have Slight Hope. 

It is understood that the American bidders 
have only slight hope of getting an important 
contract. The German government, it is 
paid, eagerly desires that the two battieghips 
shall be built at yards of that country, as in 
ease of its becoming involved in a naval war 
it could impress them, if finished, into its 
own navy upon the paying of the indemnity 
to the Argentine. republic.

PARIS STRIKE BiG LABOR LIFT 


Immense, Power of Workingmen 
Leaders Shown in Result, 


COUNTRY IN UNIONS’ GRIP. 


ernment Any Moment. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, Feb. 27.—While it is admitted here 
on every hand that the result of the postal 
strike is a complete victory for the mutineers, 
there ig little or no appreciation shown by 


significance of the defeat which the govern- 
ment suffered. 

What in fact has been going on in France 
for the lest two weeks was a duel between 
regularly appointed officials of a republican 
government and labor union leaders, and the 
labor union leaders won. They won com- 
pletely, humillating the government at every 
point and demonstrating that the regular 
officials are powerless against them. 


Labor Leaders’ Power Shown. 

The French postal strike of March, 1909, 
will go down in history as the most impres- 
sive revelation ever given Europe of the sol- 
idarity of labor and the power of labor lead- 
ers. The original] and only demand of the 
strikers was the head of Simyan, undersec- 
retary of posts and telegraphs. They've got 
Simyan’s head, though the formal! decapita- 
tion will not take place for a few days. The 
Frenchman is a polite duelist and does not 
desire to cause unnecessary humiliation. 

The strikers have had a week holiday de- 
voted to joyous protessions, proclamations, 
and forensics, and have resumed work vic- 
torious and unpenalized. The government, 
too, has indulged in more or less fervid ora- 
tory declaratory of the impossibility of sub- 

tting to the Gemands of the strikers, but 

been compelled to eat its words. 


Can Paralyze the Government. 

It is folly to refuse to see what this bat- 
tie, this victory, may mean. If the strike 
has proved so effective a weapon in the 
hands of one class of government employés 
it ia certain that members of every other 
branch of the public service will in the 
future present their demands under the 
same menacing, for there are in France 
400,000 public functionaries. It is in their 
hands at any moment to paralyze the gov- 
ernment. 

The right of the civil service employ és to 
organize hitherto has been legally unde- 
termined.

BRITONS FORM BIG SOCIETY 
TO WAGE BITTER WAR ON RATS 


Experts Estimate That Vermin Cause 
$65,000,000 Damage a Year in Eng- 
land and Wales. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, March 27.—There has been 
formed in England a society for the exter- 
mination of vermin. At the first annua! meet- 
ing this week Sir James Crichton-Browne 
said there was one rat to every acre in Eng- 
land and Wales, and that each rat did dam- 
age to the extent of one halfpenny every day, 
making a total loss in a year of $65,000,000. 
Besides the material damage. the rats 
brought about disease and death in innumer- 
able cases. . , 

Prof. Anderson. Sir James cont{nued, 
said the damage done by rats in this coun- 
try is greater than the damage done by; 
the cobra and tiger in India. For his own 
part, he had no doubt that at the present mo- 
ment that havoc was being played with life 
and limb by rats in this country by the side 
of which the motor car accidents sank into 
insignificance. 

The society had no easy task before it, 
for the rat is no contemptible enemy. It is 
one of the cleverest and slimmest animals. 
Its brain is in large proportion to its body, 
ingenuity in overcoming 
engineering eggs up and 
down stairs without breaking them, and 
living on billiard balls where there was noth- 
ing else to eat would almost provoke admira- 
tion and pity for its fate were it not so de- 
structive. 

Sir James, after showing what had been 
done in Denmark, spoke of the imp¢rtance 
of the extermination of rats in India, where 
it has. been established that they and other 
vermin, more especially fleas, are largely re- 
eponsible for the spread of the plague. The 
stomach of the flea has.been found capable 
of holding 5,000 ue germs. It is im- 
portant to prévent the landing of rats from 
ships in this country. 

Sir Charles MacLaren announced he had 
introduced in parliament a bill for phe ex- 
termination of sats. 


CROWDS AT AEROPLANE SHOW. 


Novel Exhibit at London Attracts Many 
Experts as Well as the Merely 
Curious. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, March 27.—The aeroplane show 
at the Olympia has been attracting large 
crowds both of the merely curious and ex- 
perts. A number of orders have been given, 
mostly conditional on the satisfactory per- 
formance or some convincing demonstration 
by machines. One of the first orders given 
was for an aerobicycle, an aeroplane attach- 
ment, like a triangular tunnel, which it ig 
claimed adds ten miles an hour tospeed. The 
price of flying machines varies from $1,000 
to $6,500. One interesting exhibit includes 
a few pieces of whitish metal which are spec- 
imens of the new metal or alloy “ unyet.”’ 
It is lighter than aluminum by fully one- 
third, exhibits elasticity like that of spring 
brass metal, and can be rolled into sheets 
or drawn into wire, but cannot be cast or 
joined by brazing.

Jewish: Territory Organization Said to 
Have Selected Cyrenaica, on the 
Eastern Frontier of Tripoli.

AGED COURTIER SUCCUMBS 


Leading Architect of Empire 
Also Passes Away in Com- 
parative Youth.

BERLIN, March 27.—Death reaped e bril- 
liant harvest in Germany thfs week, five meh, 
each eminent in his profession, having an- 
swered the last summons. 

Dramatic art lost shining lights in Adalbert 
Matkowsky of the Royal theater, Berlin. 
Matkowsky was a magnificent interpreter of 
Shakspeare, Goethe, Schiller, and other 
classics. “ William Tell"’ perhaps was the 
most popular creation. 

Medical science is poorer in the death of 
Prof. von Renvers, the great specialist in in- 
ternal medicine,’ who failed to survive an 
operation for gallstones. Renvers was only 
55 years old, but for a generation enjoyed an 
international reputation. He was the per- 
sonal physician and intimate friend of Chan- 
cellor von Buelow. 

The deagh of Renvers’ little daughter is said- 
to have unnerved him to an extant that he 
never recovered from the shock. 


Could Not Help Daughter. 

Fraulejn Renvers had been maid of honor 
at welcoming Crown Princess Cecilie on the 
occasion of her marriage in June, 1905. The 
day before the wedding @Mraulein Renvers 
was seized with appendicitis and an opera- 
tion failed to save her. Suffering intense 
agony, she cried from her deathbed: 

“ Father, help me. You've helped so many 
others, why don't you helpme?” | 

The pitiable appeals of his daughter, to 
which-he was unable to respond, were fol- 
lowed by an attack of nervous prostration, 
wherefrom the specialist had suffered ever 
since. 

Literature’s contribution to the death roll 
was Rudolf von Gottschall, poet and his- 
torian, who passed away in Leipzig, aged 86. 
He was best known for his dramatic produc- 
tions. The two most popular were ‘‘ Kath- 
arina Howard” and “Pitt and Fox.” Gott- 
schall’s literary works were the product of 
the spirit of 1848, wherewith Carl Schurz 
was so .conspicypously ideptified. 


Courtier of Old School Gone. 

In the death of Count Fritz Perponcher, 
/ @ged 88, Berlin lost one of its fast disappear- 
ing characters. He was the last surviving 
type of courtier of the old school, having 
been for many years chief court marshal of 
Emperor William I. Perponcher remained 
until the last the personification of courtly 
dignity. For years he was accustomed to 
promenade Unter den Linden at the noon 
hour with a faultlessly fitting Newmarket 
overcoat, silk hat, salmon shaded gloves, and 
his white mustache was waxed as punctil- 
lously as that of the newest guardsman. 
Actors who aspired to play the rdéle of cour- 
tier were in the habit of following Perponcher 
to study his manner and movements. 

The fifth death was that of Germany’s lead- 
in@ architect, Prof. Alfred Nesse) Messel. 
Messe! ranked as the creator of modern Ber- 
lin. As far as commercial and residential 
architecture is concerned his most notable 
work is the magnificent Vertheim depart- 
ment store in Leipziger stragge. It is wel! 
known to American visitors to Berlin. At 
the time of his death Messel was engaged in 
an elaborate plan ‘for a new set of royal] mu- 
seum buildings. The deceased was only 56. 


TRADE BOARD BILL IS OFFERED. 


Winston Churchill’s Measure an Ad- 
vanced Scheme of English So- 
cial Reconstruction. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, March 27.—Winston Churchill 
has introduced in the house of commons a 
bill which is an advanced scheme of social 
reconstruction and amounts to the govern- 
ment performing the function of a trades 
union in certain industries where trade 
unionism cannot be organized. 

There is included such industries as the 
tailoring trade, cardboard box making, ma- 
chine made lace, net finishing, and the ready 
made blouse trade. In these arf certain 
others a minimum wage standard will be 
fizged. By the machinery of the trade boards 
the wage rates will be regulated both for 
home and factory workers by central and 
district ‘trade boards composed of officials, 
employers, workmen, and workwomen. 

Within six months of the fixing of mini- 
mum rates by the central board they will be- 
come obligatory, but the first “ white list ”’ 
of employers voluntarily agreeing thereto 
will be published. Only such will be eligible 
for government contracts. 

After six months the state will enforce 
the rates laid down by the board.

Under 
these circumstances of what reliability Js 
the appraisal of a’customs cfficer? Then 
there was the case of thie Havemeyer bas- 
reliefs. The custom house ruling was, I be- 
lieve, that they must go in as marble, the 
intelligent customs officers having learned 
from Webster's dictionary or other high 
authority that a statue was an object that 
could be walked aréund, Under the rules 
statuary goes to America at 15 per cerit and 
marble at 50 per cent; theref it would have 
paid to have Havemeyer e the customs 
officers a course fin estbesia to teach them 
due regard for bas-reliefs as works of art. 

‘The removal of the duty unquestionably 
will encourage Americans to buy valuable 
pictures. The one thing which excuses 
wealth is that the wealthy can afford to 
purchase lovely and costly things. They 
should be encouraged to do this instead of 
spending money on all kinds of foolieh things, 
and, I'm afraid, in sometimes reprehensible 
ways. All these pictures privately bought by 
rich Americans eventually will find their way 
into public collections and enrich the nation 
and the national taste. This is the case of 
all great collections in Europe, the contents 
of which originally were owned by rich pri- 
vate patrons. 

‘As for this talk of spurious work going 
over gives me for one not the least concern. 
It is likely that a lot of contemptible work 
by spurious masters will go over and display 
their questionable beauties on walls of Amer- 
ican drawing rooms. Americans must learn 
to tell good work from bad, real masters from 
spurious, and as is the case with most learn- 
ing in the world the lesson will have to be 
paid for.’’ 


Pennell’s Criticism Answered. 

Miss Cassat was told that Joseph Pennell 
lately had expressed the strongest oppost- 
tion to the proposed removal of the duty. 

“ Well, you tell Pennell for me,” she re- 
sponded, “ that his idol Whistler said to me 
as much as thirty years ago that America 
never will be a civilized country until the 
tariff on art works is removed. I can’t under- 
stand Pennell’s viewpoint. I suppose he ar- 
gues that studio rents and models and ma- 
terials cost more in America, but think of the 
price American artists are getting for their 
work! | 

“ Tarbell, for instance, has just sold a pic- 
ture for $7,000. He may have paid a hundred 
dollars for his materials and that is not a 
bad profit for the trade. Then ihe American 
artists are not obliged to rent high priced 
studios in New York, and, finally, they are 
still protected against foreizn competitors 
under the proposed bill. We a!l certainly 
hope there will be no failure to remove the 
odious duty this time.” 

George Davey, manager of the Paris 
branch of the Knoedler company, voiced the 
opposite view held by some dealers here. 

‘“ The present tariff makes no real difference 
to 4he American buyer $f pictures. If he’s 
able to pay an original price he is notlikely 
to bother much about the 15 per cent tariff 
This duty acts to directly prevent the ship- 
ping of tons of fake pictures to America by 
irresponsible dealers.

KYOTO, Feb. 28.—I have been asked to 
write a letter for the children of America 
about the children of Japan. I want the boys 
and girls who take this newspaperto seat 
themselves upon the magic carpet of fairy- 
the world 
‘tp the twinkling of an eye. All you have to 
‘do is to shut your eyes and wish you were 
| there, and when you open them lo! your 
wish has come true. Our magic carpet has 
wearried us across the Pacific and has dropped 
‘ys down in the heart of Japan. We are in 
tite big city of Kyoto, in the central part of 
. the country. There are mountains in sight 
‘everywhere, and behind us is a beautiful 
lake which fills the river running through the 
city. The houses are so many that they 
‘cover as much space as Philadelphia, which 
has three times as many people. Their walls 
are such that they can be slid back during 
‘the daytime, and we can see all that goes on 
within. Most of the streets are lined with 
‘gtores filled with all kinds of curious goods, 
ané the streets,stores, and houses are swarm- 
ing with children. Here they are working, 
helping their parents; there they are playing, 
‘and further on is a crowd gaing to school, 
‘ What jolly youngsters they are! We hear 
their laughter sounding out on the air, and 
‘ee they see us some bend haif double, In Jap- 
sanese fashion, and yell out, “ O-hi-O," their 
‘word for good day. Others, who are ruder, 
‘ery out Japanese syllables, which, our inter- 
preter says, mean: 
“You furry headed foreigners; you have 
eyes like a cat!” 


Our Japanese Brothers. 


We find that we are as great curiosities to 
‘the Japanese children as they are to us. 
Their skins are yellow, and their eyes are a 
trife aslant, and so fastened at the corners 
that they do not come as wide open as ours 
do. They think that their eyes are the more 
beautiful, and that cream colored skins are 
quite as fine as white ones. Outside of this, 
Japanese boys and girls are,just like Amer- 
icans. Their little black eyes can see as far 
. 8 ours can; and if you scratch,their yellow 

akins they will bleed in the same way. You 
Jad better be careful not to do so, however. 

They are as proud as you, and they will fight 
at the drop of a hat. 

‘They are not as tall as we children of the 
game age, but they are fully as strong. Get 
one of the little fellows to double up his arm, 
and put your hand on his biceps. Every 
muscle stands up like a baseball and every 
e@unce of his flesh is hard with the athletics 
which every schoolboy has totake daily. As 
to his fighting, you have heard how the Japa- 
nese whipped the Russians, who are almost 
twice a’ heavy as they are and three times 
as many in number, and how, about fifteen 
years ago, they conquered the\Chinese, who 
have ten times as many people in their great 
mation over the way. 


Children Soldiers. 

Just now the children of Japan are all 
playing soldier. The nation is still excited 
over its victory, and the boys go about with 
guns an@ flags, “marching in step while 


their trumpeters blow. . Their guns are sticks - 


of bamboo and their swords ‘are of wood. 
They march right well, however, and they 
have sham fights between the different com- 
panies of boys ina town. Even babies are 
‘now dressed in military costumes by some 
.of the mothers, and many a 4 year old Jap- 
anese baby goes about in the dress of an 
officer of the navy. Some children who 
wear kimonos have soldier hats, and not a 
‘few are dressed in Khaki. The toy shops 
-@re full of lead soldiers and miniature guns 
and drums. The older boys are real soldiers, 
‘for every school has its military drill under 
Officers of the army. Boys of 12 and 14 have 
‘to march with guns, and as they grow 
‘older they go out in the field to camp and 
*take part insham battles. In every Japanese 
‘school there is a drill hall, where the guns 
@re stacked up against the walls when 
not in use. Every school has a gymnasium 
end the boys and girls go through all sorts 
of exercises to make them strong and enable 
them to fight and work for their empepor 
‘when @® war comes. Just now the boys 
think the Japanese people could whip any 
other nation, and that the United States 
would ‘have a poor show in a fight with 
their country. We are friendly to them, 
but we must keep our eyes open, for no 
one can tell but that we may have to fight 
them by and by. They have far more sgol}- 
_diers in their army than we have and their

In a Japanee Home. 


But suppose we call upon some of 
anese friends. Their house is situated rege 
beautiful garden. Its roof is covered with 
black tiles and it has double walls of wood 
The outer walls of each side are shoved back 
during the daytime into little cupboards at 
the corners, and the fine inner walls of sash 
filled with paper panes may then be seen 
There is a space between the two walls and 
in this we sit while awaiting our friends. 
They soon appear. They get down on their 
knees and bump their heads on the floor in 
bowing to us, and then ask usin. We take 
off our shoes and leave them outside. This 
is the custom of all Japanese. The houses 
are exceedingly clean, and the floors are 
covered with thick mats of woven white 
straw which would be hurt by the nails in 
our shoes. The mats are so soft that our 
feet sink into them, and we feel like lying 
down and rolling over and over. 

In the meantime out littl Japanese friends 
have laid cushions on the mats and beg us 
to sit. These people do not use chairs or 
sofas. They have tables fgr eating which 
are not more than a foot high, and they sit 
-and sleep on the floor. 


Have the Children Bathe. 


By and by we go out to look at the bath- 
rqom. The Japanese children are cleanly 
and they take a redhot bath every day. The 
bath tub is about as high as our shoulders. 
It has a stove pipe running through it with 
a board resting against the pipe to protect 
one’s body from it when he getsin. The pipe 
is filled with charcoal and lighted. It soon 
heats the water to boilingg and when it be- 
gins to steam the Japanese jump in. Even 
little babies are put into this hot water. It 
turns their skins red and when they come 
out they are the color of beets. We try such 
bathing ourselves. It is so hot that we jump 
quickly out and cannot be induced toattempt 
it again. 

The Japanese have many public bath- 
houses. There are hundreds in Kyoto, where 
one can get a good hot plunge for 3 or 4 cents. 

You would think that houses so thin and 
open as this one, where we are visiting, would 
need steam or hot water, or at any rate great 
coal or wood fires to make them comfortable 
during the winter.. Nothing of the kind is 
known tothechildren of Japan. If we should 
go up in a fiying machine and look down 
upon the roofs of Kyoto we could not count 
100 chimneys on its tens of thousands of 
houses. These people have no fireplaces, no 
grates, and no means of heating like ours. 
The cooking i¢ done with charcoal in little 
clay ovens, and if one would give a big dinner 
he must have many such stoves. For 
warmth a small, brass_lined box filled with 
ashes with a little burning charcoal within 
is most common. This warms only one’s 
hands, and he keeps his feet from freezing by 
sitting upon them. Sometimes a wood fire is 
made in a box of this kind 


BATTLESHIP RUMOR FALSE; 
EXPLOSION STORY UNTRUE. 


Government Alarmed Through Night 
by Reports of Disaster on Board Man- 
of-War in Cuban Waters 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Rumors that a serious explosion had oc- 
curred on board the battleship Mississippi 
were current throughout the country all 
last night and today, but the navy depart- 
ment has proved them all false. 

The Mississippi is at Guantanamo. Com- 
mander Charles H. Harlow, commandant of 
the United States naval station, was found 
st his headquarters and declared that the 
report was utter nonsense, as the Mississippi 
was near the port maneuvering, with Rear 
Admiral Arnold on board conducting an in- 
spection. . 

Soon after Commander Harlow’s statement 
the Mississippi came to anchor in the harbor 
‘in good condition near the other men of war, 
and there was no sign of any unusual dis- 
turbance on any ship in the fleet. 

The Mississippi is a battleship of the first 
class, of 13,000 tons, of comparatively recent 
construction and commission. Capt. John C. 
Fremont is in command. The Mississippi is 
attached to the special service squadron, 
made up, in addition to the Mississippi, of 
the Maine, Idaho, New Hampshire, North 
Carolina, and Montana. The squadron, in 
command of Rear Admiral Arnold, left 
Hampton roads about March 10 for Guan- 
tanamo as a headquarters during maneuvers 
and drills. 

Capt. Fremont Denies Rumor. 
New York, Mareh 27.—Capt. John C. Fre- 
mont, commanding the United States battle- 
ship Mississippi sends the following denial 
concerning the reported explosion on board 


his ship: 
«Phe report that an explosion has occurred 


on the Mississippi is utterly absurd. There is 
not the faintest basis for such a rumor.”’ 


PIRATES LOOT AND SINK SHIP.

The real estate market again demonstrated 
its ability in the acrobatic line last week in 
a striking manner by reversing the dullness 
Which prevailed during the previous week in 
the way of important transactions in the 
downtown district and putting over at least 
five big deals, one being of exceptional] im- 
Pertance, the sale of the Portland block at 
the southeast corner of Dearborn and Wash- 
ington streets, which was negotiated by Al- 
bert I. Strauss. It is of no little interest 
also in this connection to note the fact that 
three of these deals involved Dearborn street 
frontage, the other two besides the Portland 
bicck being the St. Joseph bullding at 331-835 
and the Star building at 352-356. Three 
deals in downtown property in one week is 
a fine showing in itself, and it becomes par- 
ticularly interesting, when they all occur on 
one street. There probably is no particular 
significance to it, however, except as mark- 
ing the good tone of the market, but it cer- 
tainly was a boost for the street and served 
to attract no little attention to it. 


.Portland Block Big Feature. 

The sale of the Portland block was, of 
course, the feature, not only because it is one 
of the most prominent and valuable of.the 
central business landmarks but also because 
of the speculation current in real estate cir- 
cles as to its probable future use as wel! as be- 
cause of the many futile efforts which have 
been made during the last few years to se- 
cure the property from the Morgan estate. 
It is said that negotiations were on for its 
acquirement in the interest of another prom- 
inent local capitalist at the time of its sale 
to Mr. Sears, all of which goes to show that 
good things in the central district no longer 
await the pleasure of the leisurely buyer. 
Several of the good things have got away 
from prospective purchasers during the last 
two or three years because of this, the most 
notable instance probably, being the Strat- 
ford, on which the purchasers today hold a 
profit probably of close to $1,000,000. 

The Portland property at $1,000,000 un- 
doubtedly was an excellent.purchase, its 03x 
120 feet comprising its ground area figuring 
at $10,752 a front foot and $89.60 a square 
foot. These figures for one of the best blocks 
in the central distyict, within a block of 
State street and Marshall Field & Co., cer- 
tainly look good, and this seems to be the 
general opinion of brokers in central prop- 


erty. 
Believed Hillman Will Get It. 

The opinion also seems to be that, while it 
is announced that no plans are had regard- 
ing the future of the property, it probably 
in the near future, will come,under the con- 
trol of Hillman’s, ‘whose growing: business 
needs are reportedto make the firm desirous 
of securing additional room. Nothing could 
suit the firm's purposes better if it contem- 
plates an expansion of its business than this 
property, and there will be little surprise in 
real estate circles if it should be announced 
in the camparatively near future that that 
firm has secured a long term lease of the 
property from Mr. Sears. 

Special interest also attaches to the trans- 
action among real estate men for the rea- 
son that it marks the third purchase of 
downtown property by Mr. Sears within a 
year, the other two being the northeast cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Lake street and 
the southwest corner of Randolph and Dear- 
born streets, both of which were also nego- 
tiated by Mr. Strauss. One trouble of the 
market at the present time is the apparent 
indispositian of the wealthy men of the 
city to favor real estate in the way of in- 
vestments, so that Mr. Sears’ activity in 
this direction is a cause for congratulation. 
The gale also is interesting as marking the 
second transaction in that block during 
the present year, the other being the pur- 
chase by Mr. Pardridge of the Reliance 
building and leasehold interest, which also 
was caried through by Mr. Strauss. 

The building, which is a six story and high 
basement structure, was designed by the 
late W. L. B. Jenney and: at the time of 
its @rection it was declared that it was built 
to stand for a hundred years. The building 
was valued by the board of review at $90,000 
and the land at $916,380. in the last trans- 
action the building is said to have not been 
considered. It has been chiefly tenanted 
by lawyers and at one time the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company made its home 
there. Sidney Adler of Adler & Lederer 
attended to the legal details. 

Nonresident a Buyer. 

The St. Joseph building at 331-335 Dearborn 
street, between Van Buren and Harrison, was 
purchased by F. W. Mathiessen of La Salle, 
Ill.. from Jacob Franks of this city for 
$175,000 cash. The fact that a nonresident 
was the buyer gives to the deal particular 
interest.

END OF LOOP FORECASTED. 


Statistics Are Prepared Showing ** L’’ 
Roady’ Rush Hours. 


The first supplement to the exhaustive 

subway report is almost ready for publica- 
tion. Its fate depends largely on the atti- 
tude of the new council] toward the subway 
bureau, which thus far has had complete 
control of the work, but it is believed that 
immediately after organization the aldermen 
will provide at least for the publication of 
the work already compieted. 
This will consist mainly of an analysis of 
the traffic on both the surface and elevated 
lines that probably will have to be accom- 
modated in the ores of 1040. The statistics 
of surface travel were included in the report 
published week ago, but the figures on the 
elevated roads now are being compiled and 
the results of the two will then be grouped 
together and by city districts, so that the 
needs of the entire city and each side of it 
may be gathered gt a glance. 


Further Plans for Subways. 


More important than these figures, how- 
ever, according to public interest, are fur- 
ther plans for the actual building of subways. 
The bureau has prepared maps showing the 
systematic development of underground 
traffic in the downtown district and their 
plats indicate that the occupancy of every 
street will be necéssary by 1940. 

They are covered in the map by a network 
of bores that include three through routes 
between the north and south sides, two 
loops from the south side, one from the north 
side, and four from two terminal points on 
the west side. This plan contemplates the 
removal of the entire loop structure. 

Of the streets to be taken State will have 
the most tracks—eix in number—but Wabash 
avenue and Michigan avenue each will have 
four, and the otner eowntown streets will 
have one, two, or three pairs of rails. The 
terminals of all the routes are the same ae 
those mentioned in the original report. 

On the first of the two new maps the pos- 
sibility of adding more through routes and 
giving each the north and the south side a 
central loop is made plain, while the prin- 
cipal object of the second new plat is the 
demonstration of the advantages of a second 
loop from the south side, the purpose of 
which would be to touch all the big passenger 
stations of the steam roads. This circles 
the entire downto istrict, running as far 
west as Canal street.

And yet Bach died so poor that his family could not afford to 
have music. at his funeral and his widow spent her last years in a poorhouse. His 
contemporaries had not the remotest conception of the originality and grandeur of 
his genius. When he was buried no one marked his grave. 


“Old Fashioned” and “Stuffed with Learning.” 


The generation which followed looked upon him as “a mere old fashioned 
bigwig, stuffed with Warping,” and it was not until 1829, when Mendelssohn revived 
the “ St. Matthew’s Passion” in Berlin, that the ears of the world were opened to 
the wonderful beauty and emotional depth of his music. A few years ago three of 
hie manuscripts were sold at auction in Berlin for $1,175, which is probably more 
than he received for all his works during his entire lifetime. He could not get his 
compositions printed, and his blindness no denbt was brought on partly by the efforts 
he made to save some of his works for pogterity by engraving them with his own 
bands. But in 1851 the Bach society waa formed in’ Leipsic for the purpose of 
making his compositions known and accessible to the world. For. forty-four years 
that society issued every year a folio volume of these long buried treasures, and to- 
gether these volumes constitute a stupendogs monument of genius. The vocal works 
which have been preserved (many of them were lost) make up more than thirty of 
these folios, among them being nine volumes of passions, oratorios, and masses, four 
of chamber music with voice and seventeen of church cantatas. 

With the exception of Berlioz and Tschaikowsky, who had little acquaintance 
with Bach, all the great composers of the nineteenth century looked on him as the 
master of masters, concerning whom they could all say, as Mozart said when he 
came across one of his pieces in 1788: “Thank heaven! Here at last is something 
new that I can learn from.” . Beethoven was so awed by the grandeur of Bach's 
genius that he exclaimed: “ Not ‘Bach’ (brook), but ‘Oceaf? should tbq his name.” 
Schumann, Franz, Liszt, Rubinstein, Chopin, and all the others adored, hig 

Three years ago the editor of a leading Germam periodical, Die Musik; sex 
circular asking an answer to the question, “ What is’ Ba¢h: to me, ‘and what. 

The answers received.indigated rs 3 lead ) 
of today Bach is still what he was to the great men'of the ) 
opinionis summed up in these two lines from the reply’ eent™by One Or tHe emir 
French composers, Vincent d’Indy: “ What is Bach to me? Simply the father-ef al! 
modern music; and, besides, the genius with whom one éan be intimate without ever 
tiring of him.” i “Soaks 

It is, indeed, true of Bach, even more than of any .other great- master, that 
familiarity with his works breeds enthusiasm; and the greatest of the enthusiasts are 
those who sing and play them, simply because they know ‘them best. ‘Wagner said 
that the noblest task for modern musicians was the proper performance of Bach's 
works. He was particularly enthusiastic about his choral works, which he pro- 
nounced the most perfect of all in existence. Among these, again, the most inspired 
are, by general agreement, the “ St. Matthew's Passion ” and the B Minor Mass. 

This mass is not only admitted to be the mightiest evér written but it occupice 
&@ unique place among works of its kind. The English historian, W.;S. Rockstro, 
wrote regarding it: ‘“‘Its masterly and exhaustively developed fugues; its dignified 
choruses, relieved by airs and duets of infinite grace and beauty; the richness of its 
instrumentation, achieved by means which most modern composers would reject as 
utterly inadequate to the least ambitious of their requirements; above all, the colossal 
proportions of its designs—these and a hundred other characteristics into which we 
bave not space to enter, entitle it to rank as one of the finest works, if not the finest, 
that the great cantor of the Thomasschule has left as memorials of a genius as vast 
as it was original.” 

Another English author, Fuller Maitland, has aptly said that in comparison with 
the Italian and Spanish masses written in the time of Bach his B Minor Mass is 
“not unlike a magnificant Gothic cathedral, full of mystery and confusion to thé 
unaccustomed éye, with its distances lost in a perplexing maze of interwoven arches 
and aisles dim with incense smoke, beside the typical church’ of the Italian renais- 
sapce, where everything is definite, bright, and hard, and where smoothness of sur- 
face in pavement, walls, or columns has evidently been the builders’ first object.”.” 

In the Protestant church, to which Bach belonged, the German cantata had taken 
the place of the mass cultivated in the Catholic church. The Protestant musicians; 
however, continued to compose two numbers of the Mass—the Kyrie and the Gloria— 
which particularly appealed to them, the two together forming, in each case, 9 
missa brevis, or short mass. Bach was an ardent admirer of the old Italian Catholic 
composers, as is attested by the copies he made of masses by Palestrina, Lotti, and 
Caldara; and, beside this, there was a personal motive in his case for writing for the 
Catholic church, too. 

After the death of Friedrich August II. in 1733 Bach was anxious to improve 
his position, for although he had been for some years director of the two chief 
churches in Leipsic, things were not as he had a right to want them. So he wrote 
a letter to the new Blector Augustus III. at Dresden, in which he said: “I have 
suffered several disagreeable things and my income has been reduced, though I am 
blameless, but these troubles would be easily overcome if your highness would grant 
me the favor of a decree after conference with your court orchestra.” 

What Bach wanted was the title of court composer, which, however, was not 
granted him til] three years later. With his letter to the new elector .he sent a 
specimen of what he modestly called his “ poor. composition "—namely: a short mass, 
a kyrie, and a gloria—which were destined to form the nucleus of the great B Minor 


ine 


Mass. The other numbers—the Credo, Sanctus, Osanga, Benedictus, Agnus Del, 


Dona Nobis—were added gradually. 


Mass Written by Parts for Dresden Church. 
Whether Bach had planned from the beginning to elaborate the Kyrie and Gloria 


{nto a greater mass is a disputed point. His primeipal biographer, Philip Spitta, 


thinks he had, and he sees in the B minor Mass an attempt on the part of Bach to 
show that Protestantism is not antithetical to Catholicism, but a necessary develop- 
Ment of it on the same basis. : 

It is more likely, however, that, as Leopold Schmidt suggests, Bach did not at 
first intend to add other numbers to the original Kyrie and Gloria, but was induced 
to do so by practical considerations, and that the real reason he wrote the greater 


Mass was that, after he had received the title of court composer in 1736, he was 


under obligation from time to time to compose something for the church in Dresden. 
Thus this great work was gradually composed and completed, there is reason to be- 


lieve, by 1738. ' 
The Dresden musicians, when they received the. manuscripts, had not the faintest

Englishman's Home” and “The Return of Eve.” Two more singular plays can ~~ 
never have b introduced to New York in a single week. The one with an Bye 
figuring in an Eden with a brother for an Adam is a surprise; but the other, with 
en English homestead overrun by German invading soldiers, does not astonish as 
as it did Londoners, because we have read descriptions of its purport, and accounts. ©

Yet I may be permitted to tell you, although you may know it already, that “Am = 
Englishman’s Home” was written by a British army officer to glorify his country’é ~ 
professional soldiery and to ridicule its amateur militia. As the author is Guy Da 
Maurier, heir to the caustic and satiric humor of George Du Maurier, the profess mn 
al army gets such a fond patting on its back as has made it throw out its chest and mae 
strut, while the amateur militia is spanked so hard as to leave it limping. a 

The play becomes such a mixture of comic travesty and powerful melodrama thi wet 
even the first night’s knowalls were puzzled how to behave during the last act) ~ 
German invasion has caught England unawares. An Englishman's home near the 
channel coast is fransformed in a day from 4 place of rural peace to a war's pt 
beginning. The owner is a typical John Bull, a habitual grumbler to the Lot 
Times, yet obdurately loyal to British traditions and conventtons. 

No knockabout farce was ever hurly-burlier with frantic foolery than this ota 
tary burlesque. The first act has shown an English county family encompassed ma ~ 
fog so thick that the lamps are lit at noontime while a telegrapher’s strike shuts off 
all news.

LONDON. — [Special Correspondence. )— 
Gertie Millar, our musical comedy divinity, 
who has just returned, has been giving her 
impressions of New York, and while they 
are but surface impressions, they are never- 


+ theless interesting. 


“I think that what first struck me most,” 
she says, “‘was the noise of the overhead 
trains, I had, after having been in dear old 
London for quite a few years, almost per- 
suaded myself that certain streets there— 
the Strand, the leading eity thoroughfares, 
and west end streets, for example—were 
really horribly noisy.

In America, not with any idea of being rude, 
or with the least desire in the world to offend, 
‘pleases’ and ‘thank yous’ would seem to 
be tabooed by some unwritten law and by 
common consent.

every blended color upon it—has a sacred 
meaning. 

‘‘ For example, the eagle carved upon a™ 
‘totem pole’ means.that a son of Alaska 
las ‘descended from a traveler, a leader, or 
one who migrates. The raven is he who js 
crafty, wise, and possessed of great acumen. 
The frog. that of a philosopher, a savant. 
The bear means wer, strength, and 
muscle. The whale implies plenty of food. 
The duck suggests placidity, a phlegmatic 
nature, an even temperament. The seal, 
beauty, grace, charm. The salmon means 
great favors, desires, ambitions—and so on 
down the line.of comparison with every liv- 
‘Ing creature .is something recorded upon a 
‘totem pole,’ characteristic of the Alaskan 


‘Indian as he sees the great deeds and ambi- 


tions of his forefathers. 

“An interesting incident relative to this 
subject was enacted some years ago and 
brought to the city of Seattle the now fa- 
mous ‘totem pole’ that adorns one of the 
public squares there. It appears a party of 
Seattle enthusiasts bent upon a voyage of 
discovery chartered a steamer and made a 
trip to southeastern Alaska. They arrived 
at a small Indian village, but as the popula- 
tion seemed to have deserted the place they 
decided it would be just and lawful to ‘ take 
into camp’ one of the ‘totem poles” that 
majestically. stood before each Indian hut. 

“They entered into negotiations with two 
old Indian women who weré the only living 
beings about the place, and eventually pur- 
chased, as they imagined they were doing, 
one of the most pretentious looking poles in 
the place, intending to take it to Seattle. 
The pole was presented to the city with 
much speechmaking and éclat in the pres- 
ence of the city ‘ fathers and other impor- 
tant citizens. It was enormous, and Seattle 
felt proud of its acquisition and had it re- 
painted, bringing out all its remarkable 
characteristics and making it appear fresh 
and new. 

“There was great surprise when some 
weeks later two of the chiefs of the Indian 
village arrived in the big city demanding 
satisfaction and threatening suit in the 
United States court for the robbery of their 
cherished idol. Seattle paid $5,000 cash in 
settlement of the claim, and retained the

The children of the Ghetto mingle with the

on rollers upon the pavements. Half a dozen 
boys roll a barrel of whisky from the curb 
to the tavern door, exchanging doubtful 
humor with undersized girls who venture ob- 
servations anent the action. 

Every other store is a clothing store and 
the next is a saloon. Every other place is a 
restaurant or a playhouse, if it isn't a shoe 
shop, a.“ cafe,”’ a billiard hall, an under- 
taker’s, or a lawyer's. Turkish coffee rooms 
vie with Greek eating houses. The Acropolis 
is there. The daughters of Ruth rub elbows 
with the sons of Siberia. The Lithuanian 
links arms with the Lowlander. 

And up and down the dirt Jaden thorough- 
fare clang the trolleye—now modern!—ever 
crowded with toflers to the south and toillers 
to the north, from Dan to Beersheba and

Adler. 

Mr. Adier and his daughter Frances made 
a fiying visit to Chicago from New York the 
other day. They staid here only four or five 
days, but in that time presented something 
like seven different plays. 

“No, there is no future for the Yiddish 
theater in America; it is dying, and it is dying 
fast,’” Mr. Adler said tn his dressing room at 
the theater where he was playing. as he 
pulled down a wig which at once changed 
him from a romantic youth to a white headed 
saxe of 60 or more. He said this in spite of 
the fact that the theater was packed at the 
performance which had just ended. 

The reason for this dying of the Yiddish 
theater, according to Mr. Adler, is the rapid 
Americanization of immigrants. As soon as 
an immigrant learns a little English he goes 
to an English theater instead of the Yiddish. 
The circle of Yiddish theater patrons is thus 
narrowed down. With a smalier circle of 
patrons plays have to be changed daily, and 
with this it is impossible for any theater to 
continue any length of time. 

‘“ We-have no playwrights, no actors, and 
no audience,” Mr. Adler continued. ‘On 
thegY iddish stage you don’t hear of a play be- 
ing given for a hundred nights in succession, 
The best play, the newest dramatic produc- 
tion, will not hold our audience long because 
the audience is small. It consists only of 
those who do not understand English—that is, 
of newcomers and of the old men—those for 
whom there is no hope of ever. becoming 
Americans to such a degree as to patronize 
the English stage. 

-** To hold this limited audience we have to 
give a new play every night. This means 
nine plays a week, eighteen plays in two 
weeks, twenty-seven plays in three weeks, 
and soon. Such a task no theater could ac- 
complish—that is, not if it were going to give 
the public the best plays and acting. The 
actors are simply unable to perform such a 
task. And if they do give a new play every 
night or so they are sure to-deliver shoddy 
goods to the public. 

“The same is true of the playwright. A 
Yiddish playwright seldom makes a fortune 
from one play just as English writers fre- 
quently do. He must turn out many plays. 
This results in adapting foreign plays to the 
Yiddish stage and adapting them in a hurry, 
with the result that they are poor adapta- 
tions at best. 

“There was a time when the Yiddish thea- 
ter flourished. Jacob Gordin was producing 
his best plays. But now Mr. Gordin, like 
many of the best known Yiddish artists, is 
old. And the younger generation has not 
produ any talented artists and writers to 
take inolgjaces of these men; at least not any 
to speak Of. " 

“The Yiddish stage, like everything else 
which Is foreign, is fast giving way to things 
American. Let Yiddish immigration slow up 
from certain European countries for a period 
of ten years and there will be no Yid@ish 
theater going public.’’ 

“ Will the English theater benefit by this 
decline of the Yiddish theater artistically? 
Will the Yiddish actress who has such won- 
derful talent for tragic acting become the 
American tragedienne of the future?” Mr. 
Adler was asked. 

“Well, there is accounting for a ‘genius 
like Bertha Kalich,”’ the old actor replied. 
* On the whole, however, I would not say 
that the Yiddish actress is to be the Amer- 
foan tragedienne of the future. It seems to 
me that tragedy has no future on the Amer- 
ican stage, at least no immediate future. 
The people want to be amused, they want 
laughter, song, and dance on the stage. 
There is enough tragedy in real life. On the 
stage they seem to want to forget it, and 
laugh rather than cry.”’ 

The extent to which Mr. Adler is convinced 
that there is no future for the Yiddish theater 
in America is best seen by the fact that his 
daughter, Frances Adler, who is an accom- 
plished Yiddish actress, is preparing to go on 
the American stage next season. Nor is she 
the only one. Every Yiddish actress who has 
a good command of English is doing the 
same. And Mr. Adler, far from discourag- 
ing them, thinks this the right move in the 
right direction. 


Some New Thrillers 
of the Modern Circus.

“In order to bea successful vaudeville ar- 
tist, one,must be a mind reader,” saig 
Blanche Ring emphatically as, in her dress- 
ing room at the Majestic, sbe got into severa! 
of the things that have to do with the sur- 
prieingly slim appearence she presents wher 
she sings “ Yip-I-Addee.” 

“Chicago vaudeville audiences: are the 
hardest I ever had to please,” she continued 
“They are not mefely criticai—they are hy- 
per-critical, 

“*I don’t: beHeve she'll make good,’ is 
written all over their faces, at least over most 
of those I see. I feel they are there to crtil- 
clse me as I never have been criticised in 
any other line of work. 

“In musical comedy it is pretty certain 
that most people are with you. . People don’t 
gO to see musical comedy unless they lke it. 
They go to vaudeville to pass judgment on 
the entire show. Some acts are good and 
some are ‘bum. I don’t believe anybody 
has thought me bum yet, but I'm scared to 
death for fear they will. 

~~ 

“When I say in vaudeville a person must 
be a mind readér, I mean that she must have 
a certain ameunt of intuition. When I come 
out I know in a minute if I'm going to make 
good, If I feel that I’m not I simply don't 
trust to luck or anything else—I fight and 
win—thet’s all. If I hadn’t had the intuition 
I wouldn't have mede the fight’and would 
have lost out. — 

“ This stunt of singing four songs is the 
hardest thing I ever had todo. You ree, in 
musical comedy if you don’t win out in one 
thing you know that there are other chances 
coming. Then there are a lot of people 
about and you don't feel so lonesome. Do- 
w this I'm as lonely as a minnow in a sand 
pile. 
platform with my four songs—Ug¢h! 

“ You've heard of my * Yip-I-Addee ’ song? 
It's a simple little thing, but those are the 
kind the people like. In New York they 
went crazy over it. There’s nothing Iike 
having a song of this kind to get you close to 
your audience. I always look forward to it 
to make those that have liked me in the 
other songs love me and those who have 
not liked me feel at least that I’m not ab- 
solutely Worthless. You see I ‘yip, yip’ in 
the song until the audience catches the fever 
and ‘ yips’ with me.”’ 

“ You have more time to yourself than 
when in regular musical comedy, do you 
not?’ was asked} 


ss 

“I do not. Looks as if I ought to, doesn’t 
it? Only about two hours a day to work. 
The trouble with this stunt is, you see, that 
it breaks into everything so. If I’m out to 
luncheon I have to eat with an eye on the 
cloék and my foot on the threshold, so to 
apeak. And "’—confidentially and with great 
emphasis—“ if there's one thing above an- 
other that I do hate it's to be compelled to 
eat in a hurry. You know, doctor's say it’s 
fattening. Anyhow, I have to, and then I 
am compelled to say, ‘I beg your pardon, 
but I'll have to be at the theater by 3." Then 
I must get out and under way. By the time 
my act is over and I've gotten rid of my 
makeup the afternoon's gone. Dinner time 
then. Then the same old thing again at night. 
I can’t see an entire show through. I see 
second acts and tast acts and that’s all. 
Keeps my imagination working overtime. 

“ Talking about imagination makes me 
think of superstitions, and I suppose you 
want to know of my latest and most suc- 
cessful one. I believe, contrary to what 
every other actor and actress that I know 
believes, that there is nothing so lucky as 
breaking mirrors. I’ve broken seven of them 
since the. coming of the New Year—all by 
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All by myself on a narrow strip of’ 
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accident, too—and I never had so much luck. 
I've got plenty of money and—hats!

*“‘Same old hat fiend. I haven't bought 
one, though, since I’ve been in Chicago this 
time. Chances are I'll ‘ fall’ before the week 
is up. I saw a dear on State street the other 
day, big, and shiny, and shimmery, and 
plumy—oO, it was great! I know I'll have to 
get that hat. 

“Speaking about vaudeville, though, 1! 
hold that a really successful vaudeville artist 
is a wonder. To my way of thinking it takes 
more real talent, more tact, more a lot of 
things, than it does to succeed in any other 
line of the profession. The person who, 
falling in musical comedy, says, ‘ Guess that 
isn't my line. Too much for me. I]! just go 
into vaudeville,’ is setting out for the most 
awful bump that person ever got. 

“ Vaudeville is no joke. It's one mighty 
hard proposition. It is sure a searchlight 
X ray—anything of the kind that you can 
think of—to find out all that’s the matter, 
and then some. If 1 escape with a creditable 
record I'll label myself with the rest of the 
wonders.”’ 

And then, having been hooked into her 
latest and most gorgeous “ Paris without 
doubt ’’ gowns, Miss Ring hurried for the 
footlights and hoorayed for an audience 
which, after a proper amount of considera- 
tion, hoorayed back at her. 
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actors who studied in the amateur school, 
For many years before I became a profes- 
sional actor I devoted every h@ur I could steal 
‘rom the. commercial pursuits in which I was 
yngaged—and which I studiously neglectéd— 

o the study of the stage; and, blossoming 
nto an amateur, I learned a great deal from 
he professional coaches I met in the clubs to 
vhich I belonged. 

Speaking pe my own experience, the first 
iece of advice I would give to an amateur 
iramatic club is: Get the best available pro- 
‘ossional coach as stage manager. From the 
iid theatrical hand more can be learned in & 
souple of hours than will come in weeks spent 
n the difficult task of finding things out for 
oneself. 

It ts impossible to deny that in the art of 
icting, as in all other arts of value, the one 
zreat, indispensable thing is work—work of 
he proper kind. among the right folk. In the 
ld days the trairing was more varied than is 
the case today, by reason of the stock system 
hen in vogue. This great variation was not 


*of the highest value to the art it served, be- 
_ ‘ause the deliberation and careful study pos- 


sible while concentrating on one character 
ilone, were impossible with the haste re- 
juired in assuming many parts in a week. 
Vhat was gained this way was often lost in 
refinement. 

To my mind the modern actor is best 
‘rained in one of two schools. First, the ama- 
‘eur school—so much despised, so greatly the 
:tage’s creditor; second, the country training 
yf a sound répertoire company, where too 
nany plays are not embarked upon, and yet 
where thre so necessary variety is not want- 


, ing. ‘ 


f course, I am aware that many actors be- 


| sin and end on the metropolitan stage and 


play few parts, yet play them well. But lI 
faney. they would be better actors for a 
broader training. The advantages of a réper- 
toire experience are so obvious I will not 
press them. The argument fer the advan- 


tages of a good amateur training—the play- 


ing of good parts in good pieces and before 
many different kinds of audiences—mé@y be 
thought to want more demonstration. Let :t 
suffice here for me to say that J, for one, 
greatly applaud it. 

I shall be told, no doubt, tnat there are 
stage tutors who can teach their pupils more 
than the mere rudiments of their art, and of 
this fact I am well aware; but although the 
pupil may take his.lessons, he may have few 
opportunities of putting the knewledge which 
he has received to the test of actual practice. 
I gladly admit that there is great value in 
such teaching, and tbat, providing the pupil 
has aptitude for the work, it may go some 
way towards making him:an actcr; but 
without the practice, if an aspirant have an 
earnest love for the art he is cultivating, my 
impression is that he would learn more a4@ a 
super on the stage itself. especially if he were 
careful to note and profit by the examples of 
histrionic talent always to be foundthere in 
greater or lesser measure. 

As regards the method of study, what is 
there to say? So many mer—so many meth- 
ods. All one can do js to advise the beginner 
to judge for himself by means of practice; not 
by theory, induction, or deduction. My own 
method is a slow ard painful one to me, asl 
always set out to get thoroughly into the 
character I am to present before I attempt to 
acquire the words. It may come ofa sudden. 
this insight into the man I would be. but it 
generally does not come until after long 
wrestlings with lazy inclinations and the cis- 
tractions occasioned by the contemplation of 
the other parts in the play. 

On the stage today—elither in England. 
America, France, or where not—there is no 
hope for the laggard or the careless. He may 
succeed as a buffoon, by reason of some 
natural ridiculousness, but an actor he will 
never be.

“There is, it geems, a certain excitement 
in taking up a new program and wondering 
who Miss So and So, who is leading lady or 
ingénue or Whatever she may happen to be.

They form certain at- 
tachments or dislikes for ee of the 
company that bring them to the theater 
even at times when the name of te play on 
the bills faiis to attract them.

I will have one musical comedy com- 
pany and each house will get it, say, once in 
four weeks. e 

“One of the little jobs I have in connection 
with the management of the theater is the 
engaging of-people. I attend toall contracts. 
When you come to think of it it’s quite a 
little itemt after all. There are about fifteer® 
regular people employed in each company. 
Ofter, though, ccecasions arise when others 
are required tor a piay. For instance, sup- 
pose I need a fat man 

“IT call up a dramatic agency and tell them 
what I want. I also set a.time when I will 
be down and I make it a point to always be 
there right on the minute. It’s a funny 
thing,’ Mr. Marvin chuckled reminiscently. 
“Not long ago I needed a fat man. I called 
up the agency and told them that I would 
be down at 2 o'clock the following day. When 
I opened the door I stopped dumfounéded. For 
a moment I thought I was seeing’ things. 
There Jere fat men everywhere. Thew were 
sitting on chairs and tables and the window 
sills and some were leaning ugainst the wall.

“There were quite fat men, and extremely 
fat men and men that were fearfully and 
wonderfully fat. There were jolly fat men 
and morose fat men and fat men who were 
merely fat with no more expression on their 
faces than there would be on a carelessly 
molded piece of dough. They all looked up 
when they saw me with a fatly interested 
look on their faces. The manager of the 
agency came to me and said:

“ According to themselves, nothing is im- 


possible for the actor or actrees who wants a 
job. A woman comes to me. for instance, and 
applies for a part. I need some one, but she 
is too short and I tel! her so. ‘ O, that makes 
no difference,’ she assures me. ‘ You have 
no idea how tall I can look on the stage. I 
have low heels on now, but when I get on 
high heels and do my hair high and get ona 
different kind of corset I look at least five 
inches taller.’ This and vice versa. -The tall 
woman déclares that on the stage any one 
would take her for an extremely short per- 
tai 

‘The men, if they are too thin, say that 
they have on a suit of clothes that is too 
small for them, and that when they areina 
suit that fits they are exactly the-right size. 
If they look too fat when applying for the 
job that is nothing. They have been com- 
mented on as being so awfully thin’ when 
they have been on the stage and had on their 
makeup. 

'O. yes, engaging people takes up & num- 
ber of hours a year of the leisure time of the 
man Ww ho has the charge of three stock com- 
panies. s 

“It is a part of my- policy never to take into 
consideration individual] players when giving 
out the parts. If I think that a certain man 

can take a certain leading part better than 
the man I have engaged for the leading part 
I switch the two. If 1 want the lading 
woman to take the part of the ingénue. I tell 
her to take it and give her part to some one 
else. Provision is made in the contracts for 
{his whim of mine, which I think is a good 
one, nevertheless.

Another duty of mine fs contracting for 
plays. I decide on all plays that ar@ pro- 
duced. Naturally, as we change plays every 
week at each of three houses, I find that this 
takes up time every once in awhile. If Iam 
not familiar with a play I read it before I 
decide on it. I also have my hand in at the 
casting of all plays. 


the stage manager are referred tome. Asa 
rule I do not have much trouble with the 
players themselves. My chief difficulty Mies 
with the stage hands. You see, they all be- 
long to the union, but to different depart- 
ments, and one department will not touch 
anything that is any way concerned withthe 
duties of another department. 

“For instance, the other day a stage hand 
happened to move a bunch light. Now, 
naturally, the electricians were in charge of 
the lights. The head electrician saw the 
stage hand move the light, about three feet 
from where it had been. Immediately he 
called his satellites and they came to me to 
inform me that they had quit. It took per- 
suasion, fawning, anything which in my 
desperation I could think of to pacify them. 
I was forced to swear that the stage hand 
would be duly reprimanded and that he be 
caused to refrain hereafter from interfering 
with the sacred rights of the electricians.

“Perhaps I will have to employ one man 
to stand on the fiy floor and during one act 
pull up a piece ef scenery. During the entire 
performance he will have nothing else to d@ 
On the stage, however, there will be need of 
some one to shift a table, during a different 
act from the one when the fly floor man is 
supposed to perform his one duty. Thelaws 
of the union; however, prevent me from ex- 
acting the twoservices of one man. The work 
required comes under different heads and 
must therefore be performed by men from 
different departments of the union. If any- 
body does anything he is not supposed to do 
there fs a fight and a subsequent call for 
* father.’ 

“ As a rule I get from fifty to seventy-five 
applications a week from people desiring 
work. 

** In selecting the people to take the regular 
parts I visit the stock companies of different 
citles. This takes up more or less time. On 
the whole,”’ concluded Mr. Marvin, as he 
grabbed up the telephone clamoring at his 
elbow, “as thé manager of three stock com- 
panies I find that Ican manage to find quite 
a little to do to occupy my time.”

The attractions at pa theaters sug- 
gest an interesting trend in the manufacture 
of play titles. From the earliest days of the 
stone age down to the present moment dram- 
atists have shown a weakness for *‘the”’ as 
a beginning for theatrical electric signs, but 
never before has there been such a reckless 
abandon in the use of the article. ; 

Nine current plays use the favorite word 
in their titles. ‘“‘ The Family. “ The Writing, 


on the Wall,” “The Great Ddivide,” “* The ' 


Great John Ganton,’”’ “The Head of the 
House,” “ The Prince of Tonight,” “ The Boy 
and the Girl.’’ ‘‘ The Cowboy and the Thief,” 
and “The Golden Girl.’’ Nine in one city 
seems a reasonably large number. 

But New York goes Chicago six better. The 
great white way andits env irons can makea 
showing of fifteen *‘ the " titles. The lst in- 
cludes ‘ The Fair Co-Ed.”’ “‘ The. Third De- 
gree,”’ “The Battle,"’ ‘“‘ The Dawn of a To- 
morrow,” “The Patriot,” “The Richest 
Girl,” “ The Easiest Way.”’ “‘ The Girl From 


” Rectors.” “ The Fighting Hope,” ‘“‘ The Man 


From Home,” ‘‘ The Traveling Salesman.,”’ 
“The Merchant of Venice,.’’ “ The Three 
Twins,” ‘“‘The County Fair,.’’ and “ The 
Queen of the Moulin Rouge.”’

When one begins to associgte '“ the’’ 
titles with certain authors or managers it is 
interesting to observe how swiftly. the list 
develops. Charles Klein, for example, has a 
striking penchant for the article.

Sister,” ‘The Daughters of Men,” “ The 
Music, Master.”’ and ‘The Lion and the 
Mouse.” 

Charles Rann Kennedy is likewise under the 
Spell of the magic three letters.

In the matter of costumes, rags, which ap- 
parently would seem the easiest things to get 
are the most difficult. They have to be sought, 
far and wide and subjected to a disinfecting 
process. The actor in need of this kind of

4ume and is not unlikely to be taken either 
Nor a lunatic oracriminal. If he tries to have 
them made, it has to be a@one with infinite 
patience and skill. 

Charles Charrington, an English actor 
playing ina little comedy called ** Gentleman 
of the Road.” lately resorted to the latter 
expedient. His partis that of a broken down 
actor turned tramp and he becomes mixed up 
in a motor car accident. To get the last 
touches on his rags he went to a lonely road 
late one night and dragged his things up and 
down in the mud.

A FEW POINTED REMARKS. 
The cleansing of the Chicago city 
council was one of the most conspicuous 


reforms in the sorry history of American 


municipal. misgovernment. That feat 
was the achievement primarily of the 
Municipal Voters’ league. It could not 
have been accomplished without the loyal] 
support of the press and the prompt re- 
sponse of the majority of citizens, but 
the initiative and the burden of the work 


was the league's. 


Not only were.the gray wolves driven 
out or crippled by the organization, they 
have been kept out or kept impotent for 
serious harm by its watchfulcare, and 
one of the necessary duties it has under- 
taken‘ was a surveillance over the com- 
mittee appointments. The results of the 
judgment and infiuence of the league in 
this function have been more than satis- 
factory. They have insured to the city 
the continuous services of euch men ag 
Bennett and Foreman at the head of the 
two most important committees, and they 
have prevented not only an organization 
of the council on partisan lines, but, what 
is worse—because an evasion of party Te- 
sponsibility—a bipartisan or pseudo non- 
partisan organization carried through on 
lines of practical politics in opposition to 
proper considerations of the pubiie good. 

Of the useful service of the league, 
the propriety and even the necessity of 
its activities as a corrective, safeguard, 
and guide, there can be no rational doubt 
in a community which has profited so 
strikingly by them. The public has faith 
in the league, and it will not apffrove 
any attempt to weaken its beneficent in- 
fluence in council affairs. Protests 
against league dictation and interference 
will carry no weight at all with intelligent 
yoters so long as the alleged dictation and 
interference are a reasonable expression 
of the community’s right to an assurance 
that ite representatives will represent 
their constituents and that the business of 
the council will be carried on with honesty 
and reasonable efficiency. 

The community has no intention of re- 
turning to the gray wolf days, and it 
fully recognizes the important function of 
the Municipal Voters’ league in prevent- 
ing such a relapse. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE AND THE 
HARBOR, 

Undoubtedly, as Harbor Engineer Ewen 
is pointing out, the way for Chicago to 
get adequate harbor facilities and to get 
them reasonably soon is through a fpart- 
nership with private capital. The munic- 
ipality is in no financial condition to de- 
velop its port from its own funds, even 
if it. were desirable to embark wpon such 
a municipal venture at this time or at any 
other time. 

But the city should offer to private 
capital an opportunity which Tue Tris- 
UNE believes is well worth the enterprise 
of men of large affairs. Franchises on 
the general model of the traction ordi- 
nances, liberal enough in their terms to 
,tempt investment, but reserving proper 
rights of regulation and a share of the 
profits to the city, should interest such 
men. We believe they would be taken 
up promptly and, once granted,: the work 
of harbor development would proceed 
without delay. 

Chicago should obtain from the state al] 
rights, powers, and interests necessary 
to a free handling of our harbor possi- 
bilities, and capital should be invited to 
undertake the work as early as possible 
and be pledged to push it. 

Harbor development, river improve 
ment, the deep waterway project, the de- 
velopment of the industrial possibilities of 
the city, subway construction, consolida- 
tion, unification and electrification in 
transportation—all of these make a pro- 
gram for; city development which it is 
the business of this generation to achieve. 
We should be at the work with that spirit 
of the pioneers which always has worked 
miracles in America, the spirit of which, 
we believe, Chicago is destined to be one 
the greatest expressions. 


TO SAVE THE BOY. 

Chicago’s Juvenile court is counted a 
model. Its work is attracting attention 
all over the land. A talk with any one 
of the earnest people who are giving it 
time and thought is convincing of the pos- 
sibilities afforded by a large city for help- 
ful work amoug boys and particularly 
among the delinguent boys. - Even a nar- 
row selfishness suggests the undesirability 
of permitting young fellows who may be 
saved to good citizenship to grow up into 
criminals antl enemies to society. 

It is a hopeful movement, therefore, 
which is being fostered by the various or- 
ganizations of men in the churehes of 
many denominations. Creed cuts no fig- 
ure when aggressive men are aroused to 
the need of action. Judge Pinckney of 
the Juvenile eourt has been a close ob-

DAILY POSTAL HINTS. : 

The ordinary citizen of the United 
States knows little about the details df ad- 
ministration of a government department. 
A good many people have a genera] idea 
of the distribution of public business 
among the departments represented in the 
president’s cabinet. The number and va- 
riety of metters handled by each, how- 
ever, are understood by few. 

The postoffice department is the one 
‘that comes nearest to the individual citi- 
zen. Millions use its facilities who never 
are brought into any relationship with the 
work of the secretaries of state, war, or 
navy, for example. The system seems 
simple. A stamp of a certain value is 
placed upon a letter or a package. The 
mail box is near et hand for the recep- 
tion of the article. There is absolute con- 
fidence on the part of the citizen that the 
government will do the rest. How the 
agents of the government dotheir part is 
seldom considered, 

Experience has led to the formulation 
of many rules about mai) matter. Cer- 
tain articles are debarred from transmis- 
sion. Others must be prepared for the 
mai) in special ways. There are classi- 
fications of mail matter with variations 
in postage. There are attempts to de- 
fraud the government, There are schemer 
for defrauding citizens through the use 
of the mails. As a consequence there are 
people busy all the time trying to protect 
government and citizen from such frauds, 
The honest man must assist the post- 
office authorities by following established 
rules regarding the wrapping of articles, 

. Occasionally some one publishes a story 
about the dead letter office. The aston- 
ishing list of “ articles found loose im the 
mails” adds to the evidence of careless- 
ness. The “daily postal hint” in Tue 
TRIBUNE is a helpful school of instruc- 
tion. It describes some of the difficulties 
of the apparently simple process of letter 
sending. The information given is valu- 
able. The advice is worth taking. The 
“hints” are prepared by one who knows. 
They ought to be read by everybody and 
followed.

While it t= impossitie to speak with any 
degree of certitude as to the contents of 
these messages there is every reason to be- 
HMeve that they refer to the imminence ofa 
conclave and to the conviction that the cays 
of kindly old Pius X. are numbered. Ram- 
polla, who is one of the few Itallan members 
of the sacred college who can boast of 
patrician blood in his veins and who is a 
scion of one of the oldest princely houses 
of Sicily, is universally recognized by al! of 
the cardinals of the curia as their leader 
and enjoys to an exceptional degree the re- 
spect and regard of the princes of the church 
abroad. Whether he himself will be chosen 
as the successor to Pius X. remains to be 
seen. 

It may be recalled that he would have been 
elected at the last conclave had it not been 
for the veto of Austria, exercised at the in- 
stance of Emperor William. Since then the 
right of veto formerly possessed by Austria 
and Spain has been abolished by a papal bull 
Gated June 20, 1904, but only recently pro- 
mulgated, and the members of the sacred 
college feel that they owe Rampolla repara- 
tion for having permitted themselves to be 
dominated by Austria at the last conclave, 
and, moreover, realize the importance of hav- 
ing in the chair of St. Peter in these twoublous 
times a statesman of the immense experience, 
of the sobriety of judgment, and of the trans- 
cendent ability of Rampolla, the trusted sec- 
retary of state and alter ego of Leo XIII. 

i. 

Whenever I hear cf the intolerance of the 
csar’s government with regard to the Jews 
I always call ta mind old Baron Horace 
Gunzburg, who has just been gathered to 
his fathers at the age of nearly 80. The 
baron, although a professing Jew of the most 
ofthodox type, was not only a knight grand 
cross of the order of St. Stanislas but also 
possessed the grand cordon of the infinitely 
more important and exclusive order of Bt. 
Anne. which had been bestowed upon him 
by Alexander III. and which, ipso facto, en- 
dowed him with hereditary Muscovite nobil- 
ity—that is to say, invested him with the 
right to a seat ih the provincial assembly 
of nobles of the province of Minsk. He was 
also a member of the municipality of St. 
Petersburg. a member of the eouncil of rail- 
roads of the imperial treasury department. 
and a member of the imperial commission 
of commerce and manufactures of the de- 
partment of commerce. 

Born tn the province of Kief and a Russian 
by birth. his title of baron was bestowed 
upon him by Grand Duke Louls III. of Hesse 
at the instance of the latter’s sister, the late 
Empress Marie, in recognition of his mu- 
nificent contributions to the many charita- 
ble enterprises In which she was interested. 
and Alexander II. gladly accorded to him the 
right to accept it and to bear it in Ruesia. 

Some time ago, when Baron Horace cele- 
brated his golden wedding, all the principal 
dignitaries of the government, severa! mem- 
bers of the imperia! family, and many mem- 
bers of the ol4 Muscovite aristocracy visited 
the baron and baroness at their beautiful 
palace on thé Horse Guards Square at 8t. 
Petersburg for the purpose of tendering him 
thefr good wishes and congratulations. He 
belonged to a family which since the six- 
teenth century has produced a succession of 
famous rabbis and philanthropists, and 
which is not unknown in the United States. 

~~ 

The name was first adopted from the Ba- 
varian town of Gunzburg, in which the 
Rabbi Simeon Gunzburg achieved fame as 
a merchant and as a talmudist during the 
sixteenth century. His name is still com- 
memorated in a special prayer by the Jewish 
synagogues et Borgau. in Bavaria. The late 
Baron Horace’s father and grandfather 
were both renowned for their patriotism and 
charity—the grandfather, after building a 
great hospital at Simferopol, being granted 
the title of ‘“‘ honorary and hereditary citi- 
zen '’ by Nicholas I. 

Baron Horace’s father, Ury «Gunaburg, 
Was an army contractor who maédé a for- 
tune at the time of the Crimean war and 
then settled down in St. Petersburg, where 
he founded the great banking firm that bears 
his name and which is the Muscovite counter- 
part of the ReMschilds firm in Western Eu- 
rope. 

Baron Ury betook himself to Paris towards 
the close of the second Napoleonic empire 
for the purpose of enjoying his wealth there, 
and played a prominent rdle at the Tuileries. 
his entertainments at his palatial mansion 
in the Rue de Tilsit exciting amazement by 
their inordinate luxury, even in that era 
of insane extravagance. The Gunzburg 
house was in those days the most gorgeous 
in Paris, and the magnificent Gobelin tapes- 
tries, representing scenes from the life of 
Don Quixote, were celebrated throughout 
Europe and a source of intense envy to Em- 
press Eugenie. 

It was through Baron Horace’s interven- 
tion with Emperor Alexander II. that al! 
obstacles were removed to the erection of 


the magnificent synagogue at St. Peters- : 


burg. the cost of which he almost entirely 
defrayed. He was the chief link between 
his coreligionists and the imperial govern- 
ment, and in his quiet way was able to se- 
cure far more concéssions for them than 
were obtained by foreign intervention” which 
latter only served to exasperate people in 
Russia.

One of the most remarkable ventures of 
the late Baron Horace was his endeavor to 
prove to Alexander III. the baselessness of 
the popular belief prevailing In Russia that 
Jews were, as a rule, unfitted for adgricul- 
tural labor and disinclined thereto. With 
this object in view he set apart 10.000 acres 
of his estates in the province of Bessarabia 
as a settlement for Jewish agriculturists. 
And inasmuch as the oppression of the Jews 
by the Russian governmegt has been mainly 
due to the conviction that the Hebrews were 
injurious to the staple industry of the em- 
pire ané that by establishing themselves as 
traders and money lenders they sapped the 
resources and reduced to poverty and ruin 
the peasantry engaged in agriculture, the 


baron_arranged that or the 10.000 acres which f 


he had set apart for his experiment the Jews 
should be restricted exclusively to agriculture 
and debarred from trade, ard that should 
stores, meneylending establishments. or 
dramshops be found necessary they should 
only be kept by Gentiles. It is greatly to 
be regretted that before this most Interesting 
and important experiment could be brought 
to a conclusion Alexander III. dled and va- 
rious circumstances occurred which led to 
the matter being Gropped. Baron Horace. 
who, when in London. was presented at court 
with his wife by the Russian ambassador 
and ambassacress. le succeeded by his only 
son, Baron David Gunzburg. distinguished 
as an Orientalist. Baron David has two sis- 
ters. the eldest of whom is the widow of 
Joseph Sassoon, member of the wel! known 
Anglo-Indian Yamily which is headed by Sir 
Edward Sassoon.

In Europe the problem has reached an 
acute stage. During the last two or three 
generations the rising tide of demgcracy has 
swept away the hereditary privileges and 
prerogatives of the aristocracy with euch 
rapidity that theQnembers of the latter have 
not yet had time to fashion their methods 
of existence to the new order of things. If 
formerly trade, commerce, industry, ané the 
learned professions. such as those of phys- 
iclan, architect, engineer, etc., were regarded 
as derogatory to scions of the blue blooded 
caste, on the other hand there were certain 
callings, such as those of officers of the army 
and navy and of the diplomatic service, which 
were reserved entirely for their use, being 
barred to persons of bourgeois origin. 

This exclusiveness has now been abolished, 
and while song of the people are crowding 
the @ristocracy out of the services above 
mentioned to such an extent that one of the 
crack regiments of British cavairy is now 
known as “The Trades Union” owing to 
the number of sons of wholesale and retail 
merchants by whom it is commanded, the 
titled classes are both by training and caste 
prejudice as yet unfitted to com pete succese- 
fully with their social inferiors in the great 
race for life and subsistence. The conse- 
quence is that’ they fal! in large numbers by 
the wayside and remain dependent upon the 
charity of some chance Samaritan to rescue 
them from the gutter or worse.

that is known as the Deutscher Adel - 
sensvhaft, or Society of German Nobles with 
the empress’ only brother. Duke Ernest 
Gunther of Schles wig-Holstein. as chairman 
and a minister of State, Count William 
Wedel, ae chairman of the executive commit- 
tee. It has just been holding its annual méet- 
ing in the Prussian capital, and members 
have gathered from al! parts of Germany to 
the number of severa] thousand in order to 
take p&rt in the deliberations. An impres- 
sion prevails in many quarters that the ob- 
ject of the association is the protection and 
maintenance of such of the old prerogatives 
of the nobility that have survived the numer- 
ous onslaughts of modern democracy. This 
+ not the case. The chief aim of the society, 

fhich has been in existence for some years, 
is the relief of the misery and destitution of 
membgrs of the aristocracy, in cases where 
the sufferers are the victims of undeserved 
misfortune. The society seeks to place those 


| who have fallen once more upon their feet 


with the possibility, if not of retrieving for- 
tune, at any rate of earning an honorable 
livelihood, and also to assure a future to the 
orphans who have been left without any pro- 
vision for their welfare, and to furnish com- 
fortable homes for those who either through 
malady or through old age would otherwise 
become the objects of pauper relief. Of course 
other considerations are méntioned in the ar- 
ticles of association of the Deutscher Adels- 
gen nschaft as desirable, namely, the 
careful education of the children of nobles, in 
such a way that they may be loyal! to their 
creator, to their sovereign. and to their fa- 
therland, and may be imbued with sentiments 
of kindly consideration for people in subor- 
dinate position; while another phase of the 
activity of the society is the prevention of the 
sale of ancestral estates and territoria] hold- 
ings by the advance of loans to those nobles 
who are in need of financial assistance. 
os 

No end of good has been accomplished br 
the association during the relatively brief pe- 
riod of its existence—an existence which owes 
its origin to a great extent to the initiative of 
Emperor William. During the last two years 
it has received from an anonymous donor a 
gift of $250,000, and from the wealthy wife of 
a former secretary of embassy, of the name of 
Wolf von Tumpling, two large, roomy and 
comfortably furnished chateaux, with en- 
vironing, self-sapporting landed estates, sit- 
uated in the Duchy of Saxe-Altenburg. One 
of them, namely, the chateau of Lobichay, is 
now occupied by twenty noble ladies, who, 
under the direction of a lady prioress, fing 
there a home in keeping with their rank and 
birth until their death or marriage. The other 
chateau, near by, has been converted into ¢ 
school for orphaned girls of the agetocracy, 
who are brought up there, wholly free of 
charge and so educated as to fit them either 
for marriage or for the earning of a respecta- 
ble livelihood. 

The work of this most useful association 
is supplemented by the socalled family asso- 
clations of the German nobility.

Within the last twenty or thirty years num- 
bers of the houses of the Teuton aristocracy 
have formed family corporations, in which 
all the adu.: members of the clan have a seat 
anda vote. The purpose of these societies is 
to devise measures for the safeguarding of 
the honor and the prestige of the family, and 
to provide for those of its members who have 
come to grief. Emperor William has fos- 
tered the growth of these associations by au- 
thorizinge several of them to elect one of their 
members to represent it in the Prussian house 
of lords. Thus the legislative delegate of the 
house of Buelow, which held its annual meet- 
ing at Bertin in the early part of the present 
month, under the presidency of Prince Bue- 
low, is the prince himself, who sits in the 
Prussian herrenhaus, or chamber of peers, 
not as chancellor of the empire but as the 
elected representatives of the Buelow family. 

The Buelows are numerous. There are 
nearly 300 adults, which is, afterall, not ex- 
cessive when ene recalls the fact that this 
family has been playing an important role 
in German history for the past 700 years, 
there being an old proverb that “ every. sov- 
ereign of the house of Hohenzollern has had 


bis Buelow." There are more than a hundreg — 
of these family associations. and while og

S¢@ 
enerous was the response to his circular 
hat he was able to constitute a committes, 
composed of several of the most influential, 
wealthy and grandest members of the Aus 
tro-Hungarian nobility, for the purpose of 
utting the project into execution, and ap 
plying thereto the subscriptions and offers 
of assistance received. 


_ ~ 
If there is one fault to be found with these 
associations of nobles In northern 
and in Austria, it is that they are somewhat 
too exclusive. Only those are regarded.ag 
fitting objects of assistance and relief who 
can boast of really blue blood in their veing 
and who have a long line of noble ancestors 
behind them; in fact, to use a German éx- 
pression, who are both “hof und taefelfahig’; 
that is to say, possessed of a sufficiently 
pure lineage to endow them with the right of 
access to court and a seat at the tabje of the 
soverétzn. These qualifications are likewise 
exacted by ali those lay convents in Austria, 
southern and northern Germany, which, en- 
dowed by Empress Maria Theresa and other 
sovereigns dead and gone, maintain, thanks 
to their original endownrénts, a number of 
penniless single ladies of noble birth, styted 
chanoinneases, if not in luxury, at any rate 
in comfort. The most important of these 
convents is that of the noble ladies of the 
Hradraschin at Prague. which occuples & 
wing of the toyal palace in the Bohemian 
capital, and which is presided over by the 
heir apparent's sister, Archduchess Maria 
Annunciata, the acting empress, and who by 
virtue of her position as Lady Abbess of this 
particular convent enjoys, although a wom- 
an and not bound to celibacy, certain epis- 
copa! prerogatives, notably that of crowning 
the consort of the king of Bohemia. 
a 
There is only one country in the worlé 
where the state undertakes to provide for 
impoverished members of the aristocracy, as 
such. That is Bavaria. An ancient law en- 
acts that an annual allowance shall be grant- 
ed by the government to impoverished no- 
bles. It had almost become obsolete, and for 
a long time no one had ever dreamt of taking 
advantage of its provisions, when suddenly 
a few years ago a young Count Lerchenfeld, 
who during the course of his law studies had 
unearthed this particular,statute, applied te 
the national treasury for an allowance unt- 
der its provisions, stating that he was with- 
out resources, In consequence of his having 
quarreled with his father on money matters. 
The state was forced to comply with his re 
‘quest. But although the matter led to @ 
great outcry in the Bavarian press, owing to 
‘the fact that the elder Count Lerchenfeld 
was a minister plenipotentiary and one of 
the greatest landowners in Germany, while 
his son was reputed a wild and extravagant 
scapegrace, no attempt was made to repeal 
the. law, which still remains on the statuts 
pook of the kingdom of Bavaria. 
> 
In Spain and Italy the government has et- 
deavored to put a stop to the spectacle pre- 
sented by destitution and pauperism amongst 
people of rank by imposing so heavy 4 tax 
upon the inheritance of titles of the aristoe 
racy that it is only the well-to-do who cam 
afford to defray the dues in question. Those 
who have neglected to satisfy the claims of 
the treasury in the matter are debarred by 
law from adopting the titles of their parent 
and ancestors, which become dormant, 
if not revived lapse altogether aiter a certaim 
number of generations.

ERE was a time in the history of humanity, 
a the most elementary stage of human cul- 
ture, when man, not unlike the wild roaming 
beast of the forest, eked out a precarious live- 
lihood as / best he could by plunder and the 
chase.

— India May Be Saved to England. 


N 1906 Lord Minto, viceroy of India, appointed 
a committee to report on the yiving to natives 
of India a larger measure of political represen- 
tation and wider opportunities of expressing 
their views in administration matters. 

Their report has not been published, and I 
am therefore precluded from detailing its ‘fe 
ommendations, the general tenor of which, 
however, may be surmised. It will be well to 
state briefly the prgblem presented for solution. 

The growth of western education, initiated 
some fifty years ago, is bearing abundant frul. 
Ipportant classes of the population are leam- 
ing to realize their position, to estimate for 
themselves their own intellectual capacities, and 

to compare their claims for an equality of citizenship with those of the 

ruling race. The directing influences. of political life at home are 
simultaneously in full accord with the advance™f educated thinkers in 


| The political atmosphere is full of change, questions come befors 
the ruling power which it cannot ignore, and the privileges which it 


_ @onsiders wise to confer should emanate from itself as boons willingly 


end spontaneously conferred, and not as concessions grudgingly and 
reluctantly yielded. 

It is worth while to consider the position further. The soft senti- 
mentalist who would govern an empire with platitudes and who would 
have us hand India over to the Indians, to return to the chaos and 
anarchy from which we redeemed it, may be set aside. On the other 
hand, the crude ideas of the British Philistine at home or in India who. 
has no acquaintance with the educated native and no sympathy with 
his aspirations is to suppress by force all outward manifestations of 
ingquietude or discontent.

Yet you know how offensive this whole movement is to many men 
and women today. They cry: Is it more rights that they want? But 
what more do they need? Are they not secure in-their position as 
wives and daughters? It is mere wanton audacity when woman 
would overstep her present well defined sphere of rights. Is there not 
such a thing as divine rights, and have not these’ destined man to be 
ruler and woman servant? 

How “familiar. such talk sounds! It ever has been said when some 
traditional and hoary prerogative has been called in question. Al 
ways what some uprising struggling class has sought as a right has 
been declared to be wrong from the point of view of divine right 

The basic right is that we shall participate in the formatio&\of 
our rights. And it is this that is denied to woman. She does not even 
i Beg controlling right with reference to questions peculiar to her 

The point is not whether woman can live quite comfortably in a 
state of subjection. The point is that this subjection is contrary to 
the moral nature of mankind. The point is that woman is naturally 
rightless and has only rights that are given her by others. In the 
case of woman the free unfolding of her personality is abridged. 

What, now, 4s the right of woman? Primarily to be a woman in 
the richest and widest sense of the word. The peculiarity of woman- 
liness is motherliness. Woman's right means a spiritualization and 
an extension of the domain of motherhood. Motherhood has hitherto 
been mainly Hmited to physical motherhood, in which all women may 

not share. But more than children of fiesh and blood need to be 
oauaan : 

The spiritualization of the maternal! instincts means that love shall 
become richer, freer, wider. Woman shall love not only her own chil- 
dren but all Children; not only the human child but all that sprout 
and grow. All stunted life of the human spirit must be mothered 
into-maturity hy her, all ideals and standards, 
all human potentialities. 

Shall woman become as fine a laborer, or 
artist, or statesman, or philosopher as man? We 
do not know yet. But all this is wide of the 
point. For whet she does here can only be the _ 
same as what man does. She is not indispensa- 
ble here. It is not a matter of natura! neces- 
sity. Here she would be superfluous as woman. 

But may she havé all kinds of- public ca- 
reers? Not as an end. She may have them as 
means, provided experience shall show that they 
increase her womanliness. The point is that she 
has a natural right to create any and all of her 
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is no remedy by inquiring why a police force is maintained to arrest 
and a judiciary to punish the thief and the robber, or why an army ‘s 
maintained if not to combat enemies within as well as without the 
realm. If discontent is manifested by seditious or violent movements 
he would say, “ Put them down witb the strong hand.” 

But now that western education has impianted a new spirit, and 
the miseries of preceding generations are forgotten, justice and efli- 
ciency in the government are no longer sufficient for the educated class 
and the increasing numbers who are influenced by it. What, then, is 
the remedy? ° 

The remedy is this: that the natives of the country must be invited 
to take part in the government and to share the reproach, if not the 
antipathy and odium, to which all governments are from their nature 
more or less liable. 

This is the fundamental and conclusive reason for wise political 
concessions. 

Many of the most thoughtful and influential Indians regard the 
admission of an Indian to the viceroy’s executive council as of greater 
practical importance and value than any of the 
others that have come undef consideration. Ht 
would be a visible and convincing proof that we , 
do not desire to govern as aliens and conquerors y 
but that qualified Indians will be welcomed as 
co-rulers with ourselves. The change is advo- 
cated not to secure .greater efficiency but to 
strengthen the government by political content. 

The chief argument against it is, that miatters 
of great moment and secrecy might be divulged . 
and that even loyalty might be wanting in a time 
of crisis. But many confidential subjects have 
perforce to be made known to native subordi- 
mates in the secretariat and the printing office 
who are ordinarily found to be trustworthy.

And Shakspeare tells us: “ Love is merely madness and, 1 tell you 
deserves as well a dark house and 4 whip as madmen do; and the 
reason why they are not so punished and cured is that the lunacy « 
so ordinary that the whippers are in love themselves.” 


To this lack of reason, which popularly is conceded to be part 
and parcel of love in general, is to be added the proverbial biindness 
of Cupid which attacks both men and women, with severest results 
in the case of women. Nothing upon earth can equa! a woman’s love 
in blindness to faults, ven vices, nor in the ability to see virtues 
where none é@xist in divesting even sin and shame of repulsiveness and 
disgrate. Once let a woman surrender her whole heart to a man, 
however unworthy, and she becomes not only willing but eager to 
follow the way of her heart. She will believe nothing to the discredit 
of her lover, and friends, however intimate, who tell her uncompili- 
mentary truths about him incur not her gratitude but her displeasure, 
perhaps her lasting enmity. She prides herself upon her loyalty to bim 
on whom she has lavished the full treasure of her affection and be- 
lieves what he chooses to tell her against the testimony of al! others.

Jack Johnson's path of roses, which ex- 
tended all the way from Australia to Chicago, 
is about at an end. The flowers may con- 
tinue, but Jack will find a thorn or two stick- 
ing up every now and then before he gets 
much farther. 

I, for ene, am going to find out if all they 
say about Johnson and al! he claims for him- 
self is true. I said a good many weeks ago 
in THE TRIBUNE that I was serious and that 
if James J. Jeffries did not want to fight 
Johnson I would, and that if Johnson wasn't 
a whole lot better than I thought he was and 
most of the older fighters believed him to 
be he would find it mighty interesting for 
himself for a short time at least in the ring 
with ‘‘Gentleman Jim.” 

It seems almost folly to think that my defi 
to Johnson’ was for the purpose of advertis- 
ing. My show is closing its season and I am 
going to be in a position to devote some of 
my attention to the ring. 

-My only aim in offering to fight Johnson is 
to show to the world that the white fighters 
are not outclassed by Johnson. Why, the 
other day I read in the press reports that 
Johnson said he had it on al! the others in 
ring cleverness. I know Jack is wrong there 
and it is up to me to show him and the public 


that he is. 


Johnson’s Path an Easy One. 

What has Johnson everdone? Has heever 
whipped any one of note? Even he admits 
that Burns wasalemon. Jeffisachump for 
letting him get away with it. Jeffries, ashe 
was when he fought me the second time, 
could whip a ring full of Jack Johnsons. 

I will admit that Jack has the call when it 
comes to attention, but should he be allowed 
to get away with it? I want to see him 
matched up with a first class man. He 
talks about his punch; let him land it on me. 
He will be the first one that has spoiled my 
countenance, and I will take a chance with 
him. 

I am not fooling, nor am I after notoriety. 
I have had my share of free press notices 
and am not out for that. I am in earnest 
and if Jack Johnson is not bluffing he will 
have to make good his statement that he 
will fight any heavyweight in.the world to- 
day. I do not want to wait until I can see 
whether I will be able to get im condition. I 
will go out and get in shape to give him an 
argument that will make him forget his one- 
sided experience with Burns. 


Not After Money or “Ad.” 

Johnson may win, but in doing so he will 
have to travel over a road more treacherous 
than the-one that led him to victory and the 
championship in Australia. 

My friends and the public tivmat have seen me 
lately ktiow that I have taken good care of 
myself and those that have talked to me 
realize that it is neither the money nor the 
advertising that I want, but the proof that 
Johnson is the whole show. 

I am wise enough to know that a match be- 
tween Johnsén and myself would not draw 
the money a fight between Johnson and Jeff 
would. I am always treated magnanimously 
by the press wherever I go, so that the real 
reason for my coming forward is to stop the 
feeling that seems to be rapidly gaining a 
foothold that Johnson has all the white fight- 
ers scared. 

Let some club offer any kind of a purse for 
a battle between Johnson and myself and see 
what happens. I have already posted a for- 
feit and when the time comes will sign the 
articles to meet the big black. 

My theatrical season is about to close and I 
will have plenty of time to get in fine shape 
for a battle. Then we will see whether big 
Jack Johnson is so clever and fast. 


Joe Gans Not “All In.” 

I hear everywhere that Joe Gans is all in. 
I wish some of the ambitious lightweights 
who are boasting of what they would do to 
Nelson would take Joe on. In the fight be- 
tween Joe and Jabez White, Old Joe hada 
lot of trouble trying to let White stay. Joe 
held back in almost every round and could 
have finished the alleged English champion 
almost any old time. 

The Joe Gans of today is not the past 
master of a few years ago, but, while Nelson 
is devoting his time to literary effort, some 
of the white boys who are making the claim 
that’ Nelson is afraid of the cars, would do 
well to. sign up with Joseph. That is out 
of the question. Joe is stil] too much for 
them. Barring Nelson, I believe Gans, in 
the best condition he could get Into today. 
would whip any fighter of his weight in the 
world. 

Trouble in Sight for Driscoll. 


If reports from Gotham are true that a lot 
of sports hauled down a pile of dough on 
the Attel-Driscoll fight it won't be long be- 
fore there is trouble again. The general 
opinion after the fight was that Driscoll had 
won but Attel had shown himself to be the 
same old clever, hardhitting and powerful 
fighter that he was when he won the title. 

I think Attel will give Driscoll a harder 
fight the next time they meet than he did 
before, and shquld Driscoll try to make any- 
thing like Attel’s weight there will be noth- 
ing to it but Attel.

After 
the fight was over Jeff pulled the “I told 
you so” on his brothér, who admits today 
that Jim tried to get him to drop the match. 

Jeffries drew the, color line because he did 
not think it right for the champion heavy- 
weight white fighter of the world to mix with 
the colored heavy weight, and Jeff neither has 
it in for the negro nor is he afraid of him. 

John L. Sullivan was the same way. The 
014 veteran used to say that he thought too 
much of himself to climb into the ring with 
a black man. John L. certainly wasn't 
afraid. I never drew the colored line, for I 
fought the toughigyt black fighter the game 
has ever brought forth and at the end of 
sixt¥-one rounds the referee declared it off. 
But Peter Jackson always thought he was 
master of the world in the ring and he car- 
ried the belfef to the grave that John L. 
Sullivan was 4 of him. 

If Jeffries dces not meet Johnson the latter 
will probably say the same thing, that Jeff 
was afraid. But Jeff is not afraid, and if he

If at that time Corbett 
or his backer covers my $5,000 forfeit in New 
York I will fight him.”’ 

F. A. Stokes of Minneapolis yesterday was 
quoted as having said he would post the 
$5,000 forfeit for Corbett and also would put 
up $10.000 to go as a sice bet, at any time. 
When informed of this Johnson grinned and 
replied it would suit him fifteen weeks hence. 

Johnson declared last night that his pugi- 
listic plans: for some time to come had as- 
sumed definite shape. He said his show 
work would occupy his greatest attention 
unless Jim Jeffries said the word. And if 
Jeff does say he'll fight, theatrical engage- 
ments and everything else can be canceled. 

“If Jeffries does not agree to fight me in- 
side of fifteen weeks it’s up to the other 
aspirants to come through,” said the big 
colored pugilist. ‘‘ I want to meet Jeffries 
and will cut out all other work the moment 
he says he will battle. I shall leave for New 
York this afternoon and will immediately 
post $5,000 in cash. This amount of money 
can be covered by any one who really jrants 
a fight. This means Corbett, Ketchel, orany 
one else who looks eligible for a battle with 
me. This mohey will stay up and if Corbett 
or his. backer or Ketchel has it covered fif- 
teen weeks from now I'll fight.’’ 

Johnson was given a banquet by friends'dn 
the south side last night, and he expressed his 
thanks to the press and Chicago people for 
the treatment he had received while in the 
city. 

Jimmy Coffroth, the San Francisco pro- 
moter, who was to have held a conference 
with Johnson here today, was detained in 
California and will not leave there until the 
latter part of the week.

Real Estate and Billiard Halls Pat 
John in Independent Position. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 27.—[Special. }~ 
John G. Kling, world’s champion, gives as his 
prihcipal reason for quitting baseball that he 
is worth $90,000, and with that amount of 
money to turn over in investments he can 
afford to watch baseball games from the 
grand stand if necessary and still keep the 
wolf at a safe distance from the kitchen 
door. . . 
If the Cub catcher sticks to his determina- 
tion, and emulates Fielder Jones of the Sox, 
he will be one of the mighty few men who 
have retired from baseball while able to 
shine in a major league. More retire when 
their big league days are over and they are 
released or traded to the minors, but only oc- 
casionally does a man deliberately step out 
of the spot light before he is crowded out. 
John not only says he is worth in the 
neighborhood of $100,000, but gives the de- 
tafle, and says he has made it al] himself. 
He estimates that in the last six years he has 
averaged to save $3,000 a year from his 
haseball salary. There’s a sum of $18,000 in 
savings from six years of national pastiming. 
Kling has $50,000 tied up in two billiard halls 
in this city, and he says that in the last three 
years he has made at least $15,000 in the 
billiard business. 
Kling Estimates His Wealth. 

Five years ago Kling bought a fifty acre 
tract of ground just outside the city limits 
here. He paid $5,000 for the tract. Today 
the city is figuring on extending the limits 
beyond Kling’s property and John values 
the fifty acres at $30,000. He has other 
real estate which he values at $8,000. Here’s 
a table that Kling himself arranged:

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 27.—[Special.]— 
The unexpected cancellation by the C. A. A.

Moreover, the recent ruling made by the 
board of regents revising the eligibility re- 
quirements and making them more nearly 
like those in effect at other colleges may have 
eome bearing on Michigan's showing in base- 
ball and track this season. While it will be 
in comparatively few instances that athletes 
who are held up by a single “ con ”’ will be 
allowed to compete, the new rule provides 
that in exceptional cases a student can par- 
ticipate as a member of a varsity team, even 
if he has a “con,” if the dean of the depart- 
ment in which he hag enrolled and the eligi- 
bility committee of the board of control give 
their permission. Ever since the faculty 
began playing such havoc with athletics 
about two years ago by stiffening all the de- 
partments of the university there has been a 
general demand for a less rigid requirement 
for athletes, but neither the board In control 
nor the university faculty was willing to 
make such an arrangement, and it was to 
conciliate the clamors for-more flexibility in 
the requirements that the board recommend- 
ed the recent rule to the regents, who unani- 
mously adopted it.

Narrow Margin Will Win Meet. 


According to the Midway director the big 
intercollegiate will again be won by a narrow 
margin and a small total of points, and he 
believes practically all of the conference col- 
leges have an equal chance. Last spring 
Stage’s protégés took first place in the west- 
ern classic with the lowest total of points ever 
scored by a winning team. 

According to Stagg and the Maroon rooters, 
no one university in the west has a team so 
made up of stars as practically; to insure 
y‘ctory.

STAGG’S EYES ON THE BANNER 


prises Professors Here. 


THEY FAVOR THE GAME. 


Believe That Its Influence Upon the 
Student Is for the Best. 


s University of Chicago professors yesterday 
expressed surprise at the ultra hostile at- 
titude taken by President Eliot of Harvard 
on the subject of football. They knew that 
the Harvard head had altvays looked upon 
the sport with disfavor, though he had never 
before declared himself in such forceful 
terms. ;' ‘ 

They aleo declared themselves as holding 
contrary views on the great college game 
from those stated by the eastern university 
president in his last annual report just is- 
sued. Without exception the Midway pro- 
fessors and athletic authorities declared their 
opinions to be directly opposed to those of 
President Eliot. 

That football is a demoralizing spectacle 
and unfit for college sport was the statement 
of President Eliot most severely criticized 
by the University of Chicago faculty mem- 
bers, while his assertion that football pro- 
vides on a great scale the opportunity for 
gambling was ridiculed. 


All Dissent. 


None of the university officials coincided in 
President BDilot’s belief that the gridiron 
sport takes too much time or that college 
opinion concerning athletics is in a barbarous 
stage. 

‘*T do not consider football, as played here 
in the west, ae: demoralizing, nor do I think 
it is unfit to be a college game,” declared 
Dr. James E. Raycroft, member of the 
physical culture department and of the ath- 
letic board of the university. ‘‘ Inthe matter 
of football being an incentive to betting, I 
will say, 80 far as I know, the amount of bet- 
ting in this community has been small. Of 
course that may vary with the locality. 


Valuable Experience. 
“The influence of football in the west is 
far from demoralizing. I know of no more 
valuable experience for a young man in his 
college life than that which he gains as a 
member of a football, baseball, or basket- 
ball team. I should say, that the best of 
conditions prevail here in the west, thanks 
to the wise and efficient work of the confer- 
ence. 
”“ The influence of football will always be 
positive, and whether it will be good or bad 
will @epend to a large extent upon the char- 
acters and ideals of the mén in charge of the 
competitive interests at the various institu- 
tions.” 
Several other members of thé faculty and 
board of athletic control declared a similarity 
of views with Dr. Raycroft and expressed 
surprise at the violent attack on the gameof 
football by President Eliot. 


THIRTY TEAMS WILL SHOOT. 


Big Entry List Expected in Competition 
for Astor Trophy, Which Starts 
on April 12. 


~— 


Washington, D. C., March 27.—Over thirty 
schools, public and private, will take part 
in the first intefschool rifie shooting compe- 
tition of a national character ever held in 
this country, which will begin on April 12 
under the auspices of the National Rifle As- 
sociation of America. 

It wiil be for the gallery championship of 
the United States for 1909. The. prize for 
which the schools will strive is the Astor 
trophy, recently presented by Col. John 
Jacob Astor of New York. At Col. Astor’s 
request this trophy will be kept in compe- 
tition for twenty years, at the end of which 
time it is to be presented to the school whose 
team has won it the greatest number of 
times. 

The conditions of the match call for teams 
of ten pupils from any public achool, acad- 
emy, preparatory, or private school, or any 
school which does not confer a degree. The 
shooting will be at fifty feet on a target with 
a one inch bull’s-eye. Each boy will fire 
twenty shots; ten shots standing and ten 
shots prone. 

All competitors must be bona fide scholars 
of the school they represent, certificate to 
this effect to be furnished by some duly 
authorized authority. The members of the 
winning team will receive medals and the 
trophy will be held by the schoo! represented 
for one yeas. Each year a tablet, showing 
the name of the school, the individual mem- 
bers of the team, and their scores, will be 
attached to the trophy.

| CUTS. VALUE OF FIBLD GOAL 


Football Rules Committee Re- 
duces Count from 4 to 3, 


STAR KICKER LESS A FAOTOR, 


Rumored Changes Relating to Forward 
Pass Fail te Materialize. 


New York, March 27-—{Special.)—The in- 
tercollegiate football rules committee, which 
has been in session at the Murray Hill hotel 
since Friday afternoon, completed its work 
at a four hour session beld here this morn- 
ing. 

The most {mportant change in the rules was 
the reduction of points for goal from the 
field from 4 to 3. The object of this change 
is to prevent two goals from the field count- 
ing more than a hard won touchdown and 
goal, Two goals from the field now will 
count the same as a touchdown and goal. 
The change will reduce the importance to 
teams of star field kickers, and will make 
it harder for a mediocre team with a good 
kicker beating ont a better all around team 
without a star kicker. There were numer- 
ous instances Jast year when games were 
won on account of the high value of two 
goals from the field. 


Infliction of Penalties. 

The only other thange of importance was 
in relation to infliction of penalties. During 
the year there was frequent confusion over 
their infliction when two penalties had been 
incurred by one team for the same play. The 
rules now provide that in case of two penal- 
ties being incurred the offended team will 
have the option of saying which penalty shall 
be imposed. 
The rules relating to a touchdown provide 
that the side making a touchback shall have 
the option of kicking out or keeping the ball 
for a scrimmage onthe line. The change 
ig designed to remove some of the hard- 
ships of a team down under its own goal, 
especially when it has been forced there 
otherwise than by rushing. It gives them a 
chance for two rushes before/the kick and 
A — chance to hold the line .after the 
ck. 
The committee adopted a rule providing 
that when a center feints or makes a fake 
attempt to pass the ball his team shal! be 
penalized five yards. Another change relat- 
ing to the enforcement of penalties provides 
that no penalty can be imposed to carry the 
ball over the line either for a touchdown ora 
Safety. It also provides that hereafter play 
must stop immediately when the referee 
blows his whistle forafoul. There was some 
confusion In this particular last year due 
to the/fact that play continued after the 
whistle was blown. In some cases the 
changes simply are in the way of clarifica- 
tion of rules as they have existed. 


No Change in Forward Pass. 

There were no changes in the rules relating 
to the forward pass, which were hinted at 
previous to the meeting. One feature of 
this rule was clarified to provide that the 
ends who are more than one foot behind the 
scrimmage line shall be out of play and in- 
eligible to handle the ball. Heretofore the 
rules confused the referee when the end was 
more than a foot, but less thana yard behind 
the line, and the rule now makes the definite 
provision as to the dead zone. Hertofore the 
rules have contained no diagram of the posi- 
tion of various players, and this will be 
remedied by its inclusion hereafter.

Chicagoan Practically Completes 
Stable for Next Campaign. 


.Faces Problem of Making California 
Horses Race Well in the East.

Dick McMahon. champion race winning 
@river of 1907 and 1908, practically has com- 
pleted his stable for the coming campaign, 
, and on the face of things it looks to be a gQ0d 
deal the strongest collection of trotters and 
pacers of the winning sort he ever had. 
For the firet time McMahon will be called 
upon to deal with the problem of making 
California bred horses race well in the east 
during their first season in a new climate, 
2nd if he solves it another feather wil! have 
been added to his.cap in the training line—in 
which branch of his business the Chicago 
‘reinsman has made tremendous strides.in the 
Jast few years. Mere reinsmanship isa eift, 
but to balance harness horses, with all their 
differences of gait. a man must have great 
aptitude in that direction, and likewise the 
sort of mental equipment which enables him 
to comprehend the problems as to the weight 
required. how it shall be applied, the foot 
angles, the question of controlling the man- 
ner in which a horse breaks over, and sev- 
eral other things which the student in that 
field will encounter before he has gone far on 
the road to complete knowledge. 


Types of Trainers. 

Often a harness horse trainer is a good 
fitter but an indifferent driver of races. 
Again, he will be great on balancing, but so 
reckless in the use of the speed thus evolved 
that when race day arrives his charge is 
unable to make a decent showing. 
A third type is the man who is a “ speed 
maker,’ pure and simple. If a trotter or 
pacer has the natural “ lick "’ he can find and 
exhibit it quicker than anybody else—but he 
stops right there. , 

McMahon laid the right foundation for a 
great trainer and driver by a long course of 
service in the care of horses. He learned in 
the most thorough manner how to attend 
to the physical wants of a horse before and 
after races, and one of the best recommenda- 
tions a driver can have is that in his salad 
Jays he was a first class swipe. Asa reins- 
man the Chicagoan went right to the front 
as soon as he was given the mount behind a 
horse, just as did McHenry, Andrews (whom 
I consider a fine type of the finished horse- 
man), and a few others of the really bril- 
lant reinsmen of today. 


Thoroughness Brings Success. 

As a trainer he has in the last ten years— 
which period covers his active service as a 
public trainer—made more progress than any 
other man ! can call to mind. All of which 
has been fully demonstrated by his success 
in the last five seasons, during which he 
steadily has advanced by sheer merit and 
hard work until for two consecutive cam- 
paigns his name has headed the list of drivers 
in the matter of races won. To his other 
qualities McMahon adds one that was a 

feature of the work of such men as James 
znd John Goldsmith of the old school, and 
to which all public trainers should pay strict 
attention—that of having his stable and 
training equipment up to date in every point 
_~—with particular attention paid to the matter 
of neatness in all that goes with the estab- 
lishment. To have plenty of tools to work 
. with and to keep them always in the pink of 
order is the badge of a first class trainer, and 
‘if it becomes a fad, so much the better for 
the horses, and incidentally for the trainer, 
as owners are quick to notice sloppiness, 
dinginess, or lack of a proper outfit in any 
department of the business. It costs more to 
have plenty of carts, sulkies, and boots, and 
/to keep them always in order, but it pays 

3 the long run. 

McMahon Demands Experience. 

McMahon insists on having only men of 
experience look after his horses, and a first 
class caretaker never will leave him if wages 
is the only point to be considered. As jllus- 
trating this he met while in California this 

‘winter two men who last year took care of 
Gonoma Girl and another member of his 
string last season. They had done their work 

well, wherefore he not only told them the 
old jobs were open but as an inducement of- 

‘fered to pay their fare from the far west to 
Chicago. “ You never can get too many 
really high class men of that sort,” said Mc- 
Mahon. ‘* The trouble is to get enough of 
them.’ That this is gospel truth every man 

‘who has had to do with horses knows, and 
also it is an indisputable fact that at least 
half the success of a high class race winning 
trotter or pacer is due to the fact he hasa 
first class caretaker. James Goldsmith.

That Velox has 
speed is est&blished, his race manners are the 
best, he is young, sound, and well bred, and 
if he does not prove a high class campaigner, 
the winner of races where something more 
than mere speed and steadiness is required. 
every horseman.who has looked him over 
.since he reached Libertyville’ will be sorely 
disappointed. Velox is a dark chestnut

TO FRAME AUTO RACE RULES 


Contest Association to Meet in 
New York Tuesday. 


TOO MANY REGULATIONS NOW 


Uniformity Is Purpose of Committee 
Which Has Work in Hand. 


Rules to govern the two road races of the 
Chicago Automobile club, set for June 18 ard 
19, will be prepared this week by the mem- 
bers of the general rules committee of the 
Manufacturers’ Contest association, who 
meet in New York on Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of framing up regulations that will gov- 
ern the different branches of the sport—road 
racing, hill climbing, and reliability runs. 

This action on the part of the makers is 
brought about by the varied rules that have 
been used in the past throughout the country. 
One promoting organization would have one 
set of rules and maybe the next town would 
prepare different regulations. As a result 
the poor. maker has been ina quandary. He 
would prepare a car for the first event and 
then it would be necessary to rig it up differ- 
ently for the next. To bring about uniform- 
ity in these contests the Manufacturers’ Con- 
test association was formed and an agree- 
ment entered into with the American Auto- 
mobile association whereby the national! or- 
ganization has agreed to abide by the rules 
drafted by the makers and to see that elubs 
working undeér its sanction lived up to them. 


Chicago’s Immediate Need. 

Tt Is probable that the road racing rules will 
be given first consideration because of Chi- 
cago’s immediate need forthem. Chairman 
Hower of the A. A. A. contest board has 
agreed to do all in his power to hustle the 
rules along. He even went so far as to ask 
the local club to submit its ideas as to the 
engine limitations, which he in turn submit- 
ted to Howard E. Coffin, chairman of the 
Manufacturers’ rules committee. Whether 
or not they will prove acceptable is not known 
now, but it is presumed that in the main they 
will be observed. 

As suggested to Mr. Hower and passed on 
to Mr. Coffin, the Chicago club believed that 
for the light car race the piston displacement 
limit sheuld be 275 inches, while for the Cobe 
trophy event it should not be larger than 525 
inches. This, however, strikes Mr. Coffin as 
being too large in the first case and too smal!

Four Hundred Horses Needed. 

To accomplish this feat, 204. men and boys, 
driving 400 horses, hooked to 135 wagons, op- 
erating out of eight different barns in as 
many different location of the city, are re- 
quired. Some of the wagons carry a weight 
of 9,800 pounds, or nearly five tons. Fifty- 
five per cent of the business is loaded at the 
sidewalk for delivery direct to homes within 
a certain radius of the city. Forty-five per 
cent is handled in bulk, from three to five 
tons at a load to branch stations, where re- 
routing takes place. ‘ 

The whole contemplates deliveries as far 
south as Blue Isiand, twenty miles; as far 
southwest as Downer’s Grove, twenty-two 
miles; as far west as Wheaton, twenty-five 
miles; as far northwest as Desplaines, seven- 
teen miles; and as far north as Waukegan, 
thirty-six miles. 

In one of the heaviest holiday seasons that 
ever has been known in Chicago, the season 
of 1908, the force engaged by a store to 
handle its holiday business, men and teams, 
were homeward bound by midnight of Dec. 
24. practically every package delivered.

Hints to Amateur Gardener: Best Way to Grow Tomatoes 


WING to ever Increasing transporta- 
tion facilities many workers are now 
enabled to live In the suburbs. Most 
of these have sufficient ground at 
their command to admit indulgence 
in the luxury of a small garden, and even 
if this be but a tiny plot, if skillfully handled 
it will yield a successive supply of green 
esculents that will prove a welcome addi- 
tion to the table during. the summer months, 
while a plot 30x50 feet can be made to furnish 


‘sufficient green food for a large family, thus 


materially reducing the expense account. 

Successful gardening, whether it be on a 
large or small scale, is simply a question of 
unremitting care. When this is exercised 
the work of a single half hour at the right 
time will have more effect than five times the 
labor after a few days’ neglect. 

Of course it is too early in the season te 
consider planting seed-of arly sont in open 
ground, but a little preliminary preparation 
within the next few days will much facilitate 
the work when active operations become im- 
perative.

_ Cleaning Ground First Step. 


The necessary steps to be taken while the 
ground for the future garden ts still frozen 
is to cleanse it thoroughly of all trash and' 
dead matter and then cover it at least three 
inches deep with fairly coarse stable manure. 
This will naturally have a tendency to pre- 
vent the ground thawing out as rapidly as it 
might do ff left exposed to sun and wind, 
but when thus pretected the frost will leave 
the soil from ihe bottom up and render it

A fraction over one-half of. it is loaded at — 
the sidewalk, to be delivered direct to homes 
within a territory bound by Fifty-fifth 
street on. the. south, Kedzie avenue on the 
west, and Belmont avenve on the north. .

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In recent months some of 
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quicker time may be made with a specially 
built vehicle known as a cage/wagon. It has 
been built to tread the street car rails, thus 
enabling the team hauling a heavy load to 


thus relieving the weight on the parcels 
loaded in the-bottom. baa , 
Some of the stores have Ween doing a great 
ceal of work by the use of powerful motor 
trucks. Goods are pa¢éked in trunks and the 
trunks loaded on the trucks, and then rushed 
the several distributing station. It is 
claimed, however, that a test made in the 
use of the motor wagon as against the horse 
.wehicle, resutted in favor of the horse out- 
fit. On a power wagon 121 deliveries were 
made in three hours and forty-five minutes. 
One hundred and seventy-one deliveries by a 
horse wagon were delivered in three hours 
and twerity-five minutes, the same crew 
working on both vehicles save that on the 
steam wagon a drivér was added.

far more pliable than adjoining land, which 
has thawed from the surface downward. 
This application of manure is absolutely 
necessary to produce rapidly growing and 
consequently tender vegetables. 

As soon as the frost is out and the surface 
soil has become sufficiently dry to crumble 
between the fingers without adhering to them 
beds most suitable to the area of the garden 
and the lay of the land should be marked out. 
preferably eight to ten feet wide with ample 
paths between. Into these beds the manure 
should e worked, not by the old fashioned 
method of forking or spading it under, but 
by digging a trench across thé bed at least 
six inches deep, scraping manure into it, and 
covering it with the soil consequently ex- 
posed, repeating the ‘process till the bed is 
finished. 

The best too! for this purpose fs not a spade 
or garden fork, but a long handled fine tined 
fork. This will do the work without any 
tedious back bending and leave the surface 
soil in far better condition than it would be 
had a spade been used.

Beds Left as if Planted. 


The beds should thém be raked over and 
left in the same smooth condition that would 
be desirable if seeds had been sown. Then 
the garden may be forgotten for a few weeks, 
as it is not wise in this locality to sow any 
outdoor crops before mid April.

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When the right time comes to pse It a bed 
thus prepared will be found covered with a 
luxuriant growth of early weeds. These a 
thorough raking will eredicate, and the 
ground put in fine condition to receive the 
seeds from which a crop of fine vegetables 
will surely be raised even though it be an 
amateur who attempts the task. 

There is one other matter to which the 
would-be gardener should attend within the 
next two weeks. That is raising some to- 
mato plants. Those which can be bought 
are as a rule undesirable. 

To raise choice tomato plants for a smal) 
garden all that is necessary is a couple of 
dripping pans and as many shallow boxes 
that will fit inside them. Holes should be 
bored in the bottom of these boxes at fre- 
quent intervals and over them a layer of 
broken pottery should be placed. Over this 
put three inches of clean black soil, and'weed 
seeds which this may contain having been 
sterilized by a thorough baking in tite oven.

The stores must manage all of these auxil- 
lary dditveries, sending to the railroad sta- 
tions the parcels to be taken out on certain 
trains indicated on the tags-and in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the cust r.

Results Well Worth Trouble. 


This looks like a good dea! of trouble, but 
by taking it you will have sturcy plants 
ready to set out In their permanent abodes by 
mid-May. From these you will have an abun- 
dance of luscious fruit from late July until 
autumn frosts kill the vines. 

Never attempt totrain the plants. They do 
best and ripen quickest when in close con- 
tact with mother earth. The plants require 
plenty of room. Four feet each way Is best, 
though in a small garden three might suffice. 
The only cultivation required is to keep the 
surface #0il surrounding the plants loose 
and free from weeds. The crop may be much 
increased and the rich coloring and flavor 
much enhanced if the plants are gep- 
tly raised just as they commence to flower 
and a generous handful of concentrated fer- 
tiliser strewn on the surface soll beneath 


them.

“My new employer left.me in possession 
of the new office with a gleam of knowledge 
and triumph in her eye. She had found;the 
horse that was willing to work and she was

a reputation for myself, and I worked all 
day and nearly all night. Il earned and col- 
lected $37 for her the first week and more 
és next: The third I had the desk full 
enough of work to take me all the next week, 
but I had not collected a dollar of my salary. 

*“*In the meantime I had won the friend- 
ship-of those who were giving me work, and 
when'she put me‘ off with only half of the’ 
sum due for the three weeks, I locked up 
the drawer containing the new work and sent 
for the woman ‘to demand a settlement.

*** You might as well have these appraise- 
ment cases as for her to have them,’ declared 
a member of another firm who had a lot of 
work, and the upshot of it was that I soon 
had a pretty fair business. : 

“Those were thé days that gave public 
stenography its golden reputation. Without 
a helper I cleared as high as $212 a month. 
With one assistant, when I could get a good 
one, I could sometimes clear $300. But this 
meant working half. the night most of the 
time and getting down at 7 o'clock in the 
morning every day.

I have known girls badly in need of posi- 
tions to disregard entirely the newspaper 
ads, saying that they had obtained no re- 
sults from answering them. A perusal of 
the average grist of stereotyped, monoto- 
nously similar letters of reply to an ad would 
shed light on the reason.

Make it individual, brief, 
and convincing, covering all the facis the 
advertiser would naturally wish to know 
about your “ product ’’—the services you seek 
to sell. Consider that you can fill that posi- 
tion better than any one else who will apply 
and tell the advertiser why. Write a letter . 
that he cannot ignore; meke him feel he

A lovely princess gown, which Mula be at- 
tempted by women who have successfully 
made their own dresaes, is among those 
shown. It should not be difficult to find a 
pattern which would be sufficient guide, as it 
is made on long and perfectly plain lines, 
the only unusual thing, perhaps, being the 
long panel front. Any of the soft cloths or 
satins will be suitable, or if gomething less 
expensive is desired, cashmere, or even nun’s 
velling, heavily enough hemmed at the bot- 
tom, will make up attractively. .Metal col- 
ored gray broadcloth was used for this gown, 
and it is quite plain excepting for the pretty 
rever shaped collar which is put around the 
edge of the small, square neck.

The chemisette is made of a filet net, dyed 
to match the broadcloth, and is embroidered 
with silver threads. There is a small square 

yoke in the back also. The buttons are of 
satin of a much darker shade, and the button- 
‘holes are satin cords. The gown hooks up in- 
visibly on the left side of the front. 

Another princess gown is made of one of 
the new nets in a coarse weeve in a dark blue. 
This also opens down thé front ardis quite 
plain in the back. The fronts are cut in one 
piece up to the yoke, then the side fronts of 
the bodice are tucked and cut separately 
and joined to the lower part under the girdle 
which starts so as to cover the joining ap- 
parently. <A pretty finish is given to the front 
by cutting the net into square tabs and bind- 
ing them with satin of a darker shade, or 
black would be pretty.

Before cutting any of the tabs measure the 
‘entire length and divide it evenly, so that the 
tabs all will be the same size. This part of 
the- work will require the most careful han- 
dling, so that the net will not ravel or look 
fulled. .Have some tiny satin covered buttons 
made and sew three on each tab, like the il- 
lustration. The’ sleeves are two piece ones, 
and are tucked.in small tucks about half way 
across the width of the upper part, and then 
-the fullness is gathered into the seam at the 
outside of the sleeve. The sieeves can be 
made their entire length of the net, or there 
may be a lower part to match the yoke. 

One of the loveliest gowns shown is the one 
with the tucked panel over the hips; and itis 
not beyond the clever home sewer’s ability 
to make. This model is made of willow green 
chiffon cloth. The gown fastens in the back, 
hooking invisibly: The skirt part is made 
from a circular pattern, having one seam on 
each side. In making the skirt should be cut 
and fitted first without reference to the panel; 
should be chalked on, the outline of the panel 
should be chalked on, the dress removed, the 
cloth tucked, of, rather, a piece of cloth 
tucked, the tucks measuring one-quarter 
inch in width, and being three-quarters of an 
inch apart.

ment to be stamped, and an attachment comes 
with most machines for braiding and it is 
not hard to do=.This accomplished, the blouse 
can be cut out and made. This is attached to 
the bodice lining, and, tn fact, the blouse 
should be made entirely before attaching the 
skirt) The sleeves are of nét with a braided 
band set in above the elbow. 

That evening dresses will be more than 
ever surpassingly beautiful and rich is an 
assured fact, and credit may be given the 
rumor that for this style gown the soft stuffs 
will not have it all their own way, such as 
crépe de chine and liberty satins,but will have 
to share favors with hrocades, both of satin 
and those gorgeous tissue weaves which hay 
been shown only recently. What more ex- 
quisite ensemble could there be than a white 
and gold tissue brocade, the gold statiding 
out in bold separate motifs, artfully blended 
into some artistic gown of simple outline, 
supplemented by a train of’ plain satin: or 
perhaps solid tissue? 

The latest form of embroidery is carried 
out in panel form, three and four and even 
tive panels, according to their width, going 
to a gawn. These panels make a welcome 
change from the regulation garlands and 
trails, the panels furthermore frequently. be- 
ing brought up into high relief by tiny ruches 
of ribbon or lace, or sometimes a tiny ball 
fringe is used. While speaking of fringe, it 
is said that an effort is being made‘to intro- 
duce the extremely deep plaited variety, 
made of silk, and used in tone with the.ma- 
terial of the dress. 

A beautiful evening gown seen recently was 
made of white crépe de chine, embroidered 
with a laurel wreath design ‘in delicate grad- 
uated tones of green ribbon. while. at the hem 
an applique of lace that is again made one 
with the crépe by a délicate hand :embroid- 
ery on which a little narrow ribbon is fntro- 
duced. For the tunic crépe de chine is used 
also in a medium shade of laurél green, to 
which the fringe is perfectly matched, the 
shaw! effect being emphasized by having one 
end flung over the right shoulder. Asa finish 
to the other side there is introduced the nov- 
elty of a network sleeve,. made in plaited 
silk, worked up with ribbon. 

A gown like the above would be just the 
thing for a formal dinner, a‘large recéption, 
or the opera, and would be especially becom- 
ing as far as the coloring is concerned, to 
women with moderately fair or auburn tinted 
hair.

A visit to‘any of the large shops in Chicago 
convinces..one Beyond Goubt that this is to 
be a lace and embroidery season. Allover 
embroidery and lace robes are to’ be tre- 
mendously popular, while: these same ma- 
terials are used for collars, cuffs, sleeves, 
guimpes, bands, etc. 

Tucked nets, which were popular this win- 
ter. are used as much this spring. ..They 
come in all the new colors, including myrtle 
green. bois de rose, and champagne. :Thes¢e 
tucked nets are made in different widths: 
some are embroidered on the tuck itself or 
on the body of the net, while others are 
tucked in squares of different sizes. 

‘Along this same line are the white tucked 
batistes embroidered in large round dots in 
brown, pink, blue, and gray. 

Flouncings are once more in vogue; they 
are intended to trim the bottom of skirts. 
Most of these are widé, especially when one 
flounce is used. So els show two or 
three narrow ngs instead. 

The open work eyelet embroidery,is shown 
from 35 cents up, while the new Madeira 
patterns are both finer and more costly. 
These flouncings have the bands and: edg- 
ings for the waists in the same designs. 

Persian bands and designs — ich were 
valued so much as trimming this winter are 
to be used o more this spring. These 
bands are in beautiful shades of lav- 
ender, heliotrope,.. catawba, and taupe, and 
are popular insertion for lawns? mulle, and 
batiste. Loveller still are the hand em- 
broidered -Persian p&tterns embroidered on 
bands of white batiste. . 

The allover embroideries. though used for 
trimming, are especially designed for robes. 
Embroidered robes are preferred by many 
to all lace gowns... These robes are soft and 
graceful and ¢ome in a variety of patterns. 
They are made in the opén eyelet embroi-. 
jery, in dainty designs,

More elaborate are the new. soutache ef- 
fects, which are embroidery but look like 
braid. Some of these are plain and others 
are combined with lace or embroidery. Even 
more splendid are the Japanese robes, em-

List Helpful to. Mother. 

It is often helpful to the mother to pave a | 
little list of desirable foods tacked up in the 
kitchen somewhere. This list might be class!- 
fied as follows: 

Soups—Plain soup and broth of almost any 
kind. 

Meats—Broiled jamb chops, chicken, hbeef- 
steak, broiled liver, roasted or boiled chicken, 
turkey, Iamb. mutton, beef, broiled. or boiled 
fish. raw or stewed oysters. 

Vegetabies—White potatoes, spinach, boiled 
onions, peas, asparagus, string’ beans, salsify, 
lettuce, stewed celery; arrowroot, young’ 
beets, tapioca, sago, etc, 

Fruits—If stewed or sweetened, nearly all 
are healthful; peaches are the best of raw 
frults; pears, raspberries, strawberries, 
blackberries, grapes, Without skin or seeds, 
oranges. 

Eggs—Soft 
omelette. 

Cereais—Hominy grits, wheaten grits, corn 
meal, barley, rice, oat meal, macaroni, Gra- 
ham and wheat.bread, toast, gwieback, plein, 
unsweetened biscuit, oatmeal, Graham, or 
soda. 

Desserts—Light puddings, such as bread 
puddings, rice pudding, without raisins; plain 
custards, wine jelly, ice cream, and junket.

Barley Water Substitutes Milk. 

Now there are times when the stomach and 
digestion of the most healthy child become 
deranged, which is sometimes the result of a 
fond relative’s indulgence. and sometices can 
be traced to no cause whatever. At the first 
sign of any derangement, the child should 
be given only liquid food until the digestive 
orgars regain their norma) state. 

One of the best things for a child whose 
stomach is out of order is bariey water, 
which is often ordered as a temporary 
substitute for milk. This fs prepared by 
bolling one-and one-half level tablespoon- 
fuls of whole barley in an enameled sauce- 
pan for not more than five minutes, After 
pouring off the water add one quart of water 
and allow it to simmer down to a pint, when 
it may be strained. 

Albumen water is also useful as a tempo- 
rary nourishment when milk €oes not agree. 
This is simply made by dissolving the raw 
white of one or two eggs in a glass of cold 
water. This may be sweetened if desired. 
and should be warmed only slightly before 
being given to the child. 

Oatmeal water is often used to dilute milk. 
when that is necessary. instead of plain 
water. Stir two level tablespoonfuls of oat- 
meal into a pint of boiling water; cover and 
let simmer for an hour, relpacing the water 
as it evaporates, — Ppa to strain off. 


Toast Water Cood Oftentimes 

Nothing is better for some cases of sick 
stomach than toast water, which is made 
by pouring a quart.of boiling. water on to two 
or three slices of bread that have been 
toasted a dark brown (but not burned). The 
water is then strained off after it has been 
allowed to. stand until cooled, 

Veal tea is particularly satisfactory for 
Cases of weak Cigestion in infants. Cut fine 
one pound of veal (as free from fat as pos- 
sible); put into one and one-half pints of 
cold water; keep hot without boiling for three 
or four hours; strain, let cool and skim off 
the fat. 

Beet tee is probably pronexihes more often 
than anything else for children with weak 
stomachs. ‘To. maké this take a pound of 
,lean beef, minced and free from skin,. fat 
and tendon. and'‘add one pint of cold water. 
Stir and let stand in an earthen vessel for 
an hour; then. heat well, but without boll- 
ing; for another hour; strain and let cool 
AVhen about to use. remove all the fat with’ 
a ‘plece of soft paper, then warm and season 


with salt.

Every reader of books finds that his favorite hero- 
ines of romance come to have so firm a dwelling plac¢ 
in his mind that after a time he hardly realizes that 
they have lived and loved and suffered only in the 
pages of his favorite novel or play. The Desdémonas 
and Becky Sharps get confused with the Mary, Queen 
of Scots and the Elizabeths; the Margaret beloved by 
Faust is no more shadowy than Joan of Arc at the head 
of the French armies. 

No doubt you have made a mental picture of your 
favorite heroine. Perhaps you have wished you were 
an artist so you could transfer that mental picture to 
That is the secret of the beautiful girl whose

idea of one of the great heroines of fiction. 

But that does not solve the mystery. That is only 
half the mystery. Who is she? Think of your own 
favorite heroine and see if she resembles this beau- 
tiful picture. And if she does not resemble your fa- 
vorite heroine, whom does she most résemble?

Suggestion of Mystic in Picture. 

Perhaps you think of Ophelia, beloved by the mad 
Hamlet. There is something that suggests the mystic 
about this picture,.and yet there is so much of majesty 
and strength indicated in the poise of the head that one 
would never expect her to become melancholy, mad, and 
drown herself as Ophelia did. If her father should b: 
slain by her distraught lover this heroine looks as if 
she might be capable of a terrible revenge rather than 
of a hopeless sorrow 

If this beauty is one of Shakspeare’s heroines she 
hardly could be the gentle Desdemona or the saucy 
Beatrice. Portia might be a better guess. One could 
almost imagine the hejress having some such expres- 
sion. as if half defving fate and half mocking her 
suitors when they came to choose between the caskets 
One imagines that she could be stern enough if dis- 
guised as the young doctor of laws who sat in judg- 
ment when the case of Shylock vs. Antonio came into 
court. There would be a trace of mockery in her man- 
ner as she pleads with Shylock and a high tantalizing 
scorn when she defies him at last. _Would you believe 
that this is a picture of Portia as the artist would see 
her? 
She looks almost majestic enough to stand for Rider 
Hagegard’s “She "’—that most mysterious of all heroines 
whom we have learned to know through the vivid tmag- 
inations of the romanticists. It is true that She was 
a terrible person and ruthless in the carrying out of 
her purposes, but the fascination of her beauty blinded 
her lover to such defects. There is a certain sensuous- 
ness about the mouth which would fit well, with the 
character of Haggard’s. supernatura! heroine and suffi- 
cient dignity ‘in form and carriage to justify her sov- 
ereign powers. 

She may perhaps be some reader's conception of 
that luckless heroine that was born of the brain of 
Thomas Hardy—“ Tess of the D'Urbervilles.” There is 
surely tragedy to. be found in the slightly drooping 
mouth and the big unfathomable eyes. That the power 
to-conceive and endure a great passion ie revealed in the 
face cannot be denied by any student of physiognomy. 
and the delicately chiseled features tell as indubitably 
of the breeding of generations. It is true that all he- 
roines ate capable of le grande passion, or hew could 


-they be heroines, but it may be that there is something 


distinctive in the picture which will recall the il] fated 


Tess. 
The pose of the figure, while most assuredly regal, 
still contains a suggestion of the dancer, so that she 
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may give some dreamer his conception of Salome, 
daughter of Herodias, as depicted by the modern play- 
wright. The lady of the picture certainly appears vo- 
luptuous enough to suit the character of the Baptist's 
bloodthirsty lover, although there scarcely seems suf- 
ficient of the oriental about her to warrant placing her 
so far away. In addition to which, although she_ looks 
extremely dangerous to peace of mind, she has hardly 
the appearance of a human tigress. However, these 
matters must be left to the individual taste. 

It seems certain that the lady must be. a modern 
heroine, for she has nothing in common with the. frilled, 
crinolined, and most exceedingly proper young’ ladies 
who air their graces tHrough the pages of the novelists 
of the last and preceding generations. It is not possible 
to conceive Dickens daring to dream of such a heroine, 
and Richardson or Fielding would have died first.

Face’s Nobility Precludes Athos’ Wife. 

She cannot belong to Stevenson or Dumas, for they 
scarcely dared have heroines at all, feeling it much 
safer to trust their reputations to their own sex almost 
entirely and giving but the vaguest hints as to the 
fairer portion of their characters. It is true that Miladi 
might be entered in the lists, but there is too much 
nobility inthis face to condemn her to wear the char- 
acter of the tigerish and utterly unscrupuleus wife of 
Athos. 

Tall and queenly women are more popular with 
English and American authors than with théir conti- 
nental colleagues, so the chances are that she owns to 
an English or American mental father. The type of 
face, too, is more‘nearly that popularly supposed to he- 
long to the Angl)-Saxon than that of the similar idea 
of what a French or southern beauty should be. Lily 
Bart, the unconventional heroine of “The House of 
Mirth,’ might possibly be thought to have her portrait 
here, although the costume seems scarcely suftable to 
the fair Lily. Mrs. Whafton's heroine also displayed a 
certain amount of weakness which is a little incompati- 
ble with the strong features and resolute character that 
the artist has delineated here. It is difficult to imagine 
this damosel allowing herself to be chained down and us 
sacrified to circumstanees after the example of Lily 
Bart. 

There is one continental heroine whom the: picture 
might possibly represent, although it is true that the 
heroine in question was invented by an English author. 
Perhaps some of the admirers of Anthony Hope's “ Pris- 
oner of Zenda” may see in the picture a portrait of the 


™. royal Flavia whose charms caused so many heroic and 
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romantic happenings. She certainly seems worthy of 
life long devotion, including all manner of flirtings 
with death and courtly intrigues. If this is the secret 
the portrait must have been ‘taken before her: troubles 
began, for the artist has given us a lady who does not 
look as if she was mixed up intimately with tragedy 
and sorrow.

Evident Will Power Recalls “Helga.” 

There is something about this heroine that sug- 
gests strong will, and she might be the unscrupulous 
Helga in Hall Caine’s “The Prodigal Son.” Helga was 
a creatore of moods so intense that she did not hesitate 
to take her own sister's husband, and..while few read- 
ers admire Helga, she was so strongly drawn by the 
author that she must take definite form in the imagina- 
tions of all who read the book. 

There are a hundred other heroines of fiction who 

will suggest themselves to the reader in studying this 
beautiful woman of mystery. She is worthy to have a 
place In Tennyson's “ Dream of Fair Women,” and she 
might appropriately represent Guinever, the queen of 
Arthur, who was so fair and so unfortunate in her affec- 
tion for Launcelot. ; . 
f Perhaps a hundred different readers will make a 
hundred different guesses as to the identity of the mys- 
tery. And yet, if you think of the right heroine, you 
will find that the character jugt fits her—the woman 
who was wise, courageous, with infinite capacity for 
loving, and yet doomed to the tragedy of disappoint- 
ment. All these are told in the picture.

Professional Man Herd to Manage. 


Evidently the professional man in general] is harder 
to manage than is any other kind of husband. In the 
classification of the occupation in groups it is shown 
that one professional man te every thirty-seven married 
professionals in New Jersey is divorced, While only one 
man out of ninety-six in agricultural pursuits fe freed 
from the bonds that bind. Even one out of every 
eighty-teven preashers ts granted separation from his 
wife. One out of every forty-nine lawyers itn the mar- 
ried state is divorced, In which the @ehool professor 
runs him a close secohd With a showing of one @ivorce 
in every fifty. 

In the classification “domestic and persona! serv+ 
ice” the average of divorce 1% oe to every sixty-six; 
in “trade and transportation” thére is one divorce to 
every forty-four martied couples; and in “manufac- 
turiig ahd mechanical pursuits” the ratio is one to 
sixty-sik. 

Of the twenty year total of $46,625 divorces granted 
in the United States more than 66 per cent of these were 
granted On the application of the Wife. Thus, regard- 
leas. of the causes of the complaints, the wife ts the 
active participant for the @ivorcé twice as often as is 
the husband. On this point-the authority for the bureau 
remarks howW much more open the husband is to an 
action of the kind than its the Wife. , 

For example, there is the charge Gf non-support, or 
neglect to provide for the wife: then it fen't easy for 
the average husband to prove cruelty on physical 
grounds against the wife, and out of the different en- 
vironment of their lives, too, the husband faces the 
‘greater temptations and is more suBject to the small 
suspicions and charges out of Which the wife may 
figure his laxness as head of a family. On the charge 
of cruelty five times as many Wives get divorce as do 
husdands, and in only six cages Feported from Utah 
did men get divorce decrees because of non-support 
charged agahinst their wives.

TA a #@heral Way this facreake of divorces in the 
United States for each fivé year period averages 80 per 
cefit. th the hard ties following the World's fair wm 
Chicago, however, thie percentage of increase dropped 
lower than it had been sifice 1876, when it had stood at 
27.9 per cent. In the five years between 1892 and 186 
this average increasve was only 38.5 above that of the 
five years immediately preceding it. 

To bring this increase of divorce more &stronsly 
home to the readet, the statistician’s tables may be left 
for a moment. The average reader may be inclined 
to Bay that population also is increasing. So it is, but 
divorces afe increasing much faster. For example: if 
in 1906 the same divorce rate had applied as applied in 
1870 the divorces for the year 1906 Would have nuim- 
bered 24,398, whereas the total divorces for that year 
were 72,062—almost three times the divorces in propor- 
tion to population. 

In the decade between 1890 and 1900 the population 
of continertital United States Mmereased 20.7 per cent, 
while the cases of divorce incréased 66.6 pér cent. 
This, too, in spite of the lean years for divorve follow. 
ing the panic of 1893. Based upon the married popula- 
tion of the country tire @Givorce rate for 1900 Was two 
and one-half times greater than it Was In 1870.

In the matter of affinities 
as the divorce cause the statistician’s fmures #hoW that 
the Wife offended in 59.1 per cent of the case’ 48 against 
40.9 per cent of the cases charged to the husband. Here 
again the statistician leaves his feures for & remark: 

“The difference may be attributed ao the probability 
that the offense When committed by the wife & less 
likely to be condoned and more iikely to be discovered. 
In this country the MAW Of the several states make 
no distinction between hushand and Wife in this re- 
Bpect. But public Sentiment @oubtliess condemns the 
offense in the Wife tore strongly than in the husband, 
and possibly the courts are In some degree infltenced 
thereby.” , 

Those cases in Which @runkenness as a direct cause 
was proved are comparatively few in number for this 
twenty year period. As & contributing cause, however, 
inebriety entered into 13.8 per cent of all the cases. As 
an indirect catise it entered Into 18.8 per cent of the 
divorces granted to Wives and into 4.7 per Gent of those 
granted to husbands.
